Wasuineoton, D. C., Feb. 16.—The final vote 
upon the Silver bill was taken this morning a 
little past 5 o’clock, after a contiguous session 
of seventeen hours. The bill as , passed is in 
substance the original Bland bill, with the free 
coinage section stricken out, the addition of the 
Allison amendment relative to an imternational 
conference, and a change in some @f the phrase- 
ology designed to prevent any Seéretary of the 
Treasury opposed to the execution of the bill 
from defeating its purpose. The vote by which 
it passed—48 yeas to 21 wSays—assures 
its triumpbant passage over 3 veto. 
The votes upon several of the amendments 
during the tedious hours of the gave the 
friends of the Silver bill 

SOME UNEASINESS, 
as these votes tended to indicate that on the 
final passage of the bill it might lack one or two 
votes necessary to secure its passage over a 
veto; but the final vote removes such doubts, 
and renders it scarcely possible now for the bill 
to be defeated. None of the Senators who 
voted yea can be expected to change 
their position or their opinions 
sequence of a Presidential veto. The Senators 
whose votes have been considered doubtful, but 
without whom the bill could not be passed over 
a veto, were Windom, Paddock, and Kellogg. 
All three voted for the bill in its ériginal form. 
Windom, to be sure, did this 
WITH SOME EXPLANATIONS, 
and practically as a choice, as be put it, between 
evils; but the Western people will overlook the 
methods of philosophy by which % has reached 
his conclusions, in view of the fact that Windom 
has voted for the bill; and he is 
not the man to change his position after a Pres- 
idential veto. He stated that he had given the 
subject the most conscientious consideration, and 
had come to that conclusion. Paddock, as to 
whom doubts bad been raised, voted with the 
rest of the silver men, and Kellogg, who had 
scrupulously declined defining his position, 
voted at every stage with the silver men 
WITHOUT OFFERING ANY EXPLANATION. 

Of those who voted against the bill, Blaine 


| has attracted the most comment among the

In order to give our readers a full geographical understanding of the situation, we print this morning two maps that may safely be described as 
marvels of accuracy. The one above shows the exact location of every town and village between Adrianople and the Capital of Turkey, together 
with a portion of Asiatic Turkey. The immense importance of Gallipoli, so often referred to in our dispatches, can be seen at a glance. The 
Russian headquarters are near Buyuk Tchekmedji. While the British fleet has been anchored about twenty miles distant, off Princes’ Islands, 
thirteen miles southeast of Constantinople, but was yesterday ordered to Mondania Bay, about forty miles from the city. The smaller map shows 
the Bosphorus from the Black Sea to the Sea of Marmora, and accurately represents the relative positions of the old town of Constantinople and 


the Christian quarter of Pera, on opposite sides of the Golden Horn.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

GETTING THE WAR-CRAZE—THE DEBATE IN THB 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—JONN BRIGHT—PERSON- 
AL GOVERNMENT BY THE SOVEREIGN. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Lonpon, Feb. 2.—It is impossible to witness 
the prevalent feverish excitement here relative 
to all tovics connected with the war in the East 
without being satisfied that one of the most 
critical periods of our country is at hand. It is 
of vital moment, not only to the nations now 
involved in hostilities, but to all Europe, that 
some definite settlement should be reached, 
and reached soon, Those who scoff at the pos- 
sivility of a general European war do so on the 
ground that there is no adequate reason why 
such a war should occur. They forget that there 
are such things as human passions affecting na- 
tionalities as weil as individuals, and that jealousy 
of a rival in importance is as bitter in States as 

that of a rival in love is in persons. There is a 

natural, innate protest in every mind against 

all open self-assertion,—except, of course, our 
own,—and, where it 1 largely indulged in by 
either individuals or communities, there fs apt 
to be found a rival in very close proximity, to 
whom the other’s boasts are gall and worm- 
wood. Given such a state of affairs, it must be 
only a question of time for the humbling of one 
to be the object of the other. Each is constantly 
on the outlook to see whether the other is 

“biting his thumb” in a belligerent way, and 

the slenderest protest is sufficient to precipitate 

a bloody conflict. Now, as this is the condition 

of every oue of the great Powers of Europe to- 

day in connection with some other one (or 
more), it is not strange that 
A GENERAL WAR 

should be regarded as more than likely to come 

out of the present complications between Rus- 

sia, Turkey, aud Austria, ) 


“Why, the fact i,” said one of her Majesty's

in the leading natious of the Continent 
that this

Tes, yes, we recollect ourselves of it,“ said 
a Swiss gentleman who was in company with 
his German friena; but, when we see a man 
writing a check to the order of a gunsmith, it is 
not unreasonable to ask him what game he ex- 
pecta to hunt; and with this remark the con- 
versation closed, leaving the Englishman very 
uncertain ag to whether any disrespect had been 
intended or discredit thrown upon the express- 
ed intentions of his Government. 

The fact is, that Great Britain is 

GETTING THE WAR-CRAZE, 
with exactly the same symptoms that she mani- 
fested againat us during our Civil War; and 
exactly the same classes are affected with it as 
were then: the aristocracy; the arm 
and navy the nouveaux riches, wit 
true sn bbish instinct following the 
example of the nobility; and the very lowest 
scum of London and other great cities. Wheth- 
er the good sense and cool judgment of the 
middle clagsee—almost unanimous in  »pposi- 
tion to any war-measures—wiil prevaii. will 
largely depend upon the result of the debate 
now pending in the House of Commons. 

And that debate promises to be one long re- 
membered ip Great Britain’s history. Not that 
the result of the tinal vote is at all doubtful. 
The Ministry have asked fora vote of confl- 
dence, and they are assured jn advance of a 
large majority, most of their supporters com- 
ing with their confidence ready-made,” as 
was neatly charged last Monday; but the 
debate will have its greatest influence upon the 
future policy of Engiand, and upon the success 
or downfall|of the rival parties in demestic 
politics. Indeed, were there no struggle for 
supremacy of party at home, it is doubtful 
whether there would be any difficulty or uncer- 
tainty as to Great Britain’s policy abroad, but 
as long as there are Outs and Ius, the former 
must try to puli down whatever the latter en- 
deavor to build up, until some great change 
occurs to reverse their relative places and ob- 
jects. 

I was greatly interested in the speech of John 
Bright, night before last. To attend a fiela- 
nigut in the House of Commons is no light joo, 
but 1 was well repaid by that one speech. It 
was not known who would be the leaamg 
—— on each side, except that Mr. W. E. 

orster would open the debate on his amend- 
ment, to the effect that no information had 
been received to warrant the Government in 
asking for an additional sum for the army and 
navy. Having an order for the gallery allotted 
to the acquaintances of Members, I went to the 
House about 3:30 o' clock, placed my order in 
the glass bowl with the others, and awaited 
the calling of my name. The number of 
orders issued is always so much greater than 
the gallery will seat that priority of arrival is 
not regarded, but a regular drawing is resorted 
to. Although one ofthe last to deposit my 
order, I was so fortunate as to be 

DRAWN AMONG THE FIRST DOZEN, 

and, therefore, obtained one of the best seats in 
the centre of the front row. Long and weary 
_was then the waiting for the important busi- 
ness of the evening. At4o’clock every Mem- 
ber of the House who intended to be present 
was in his place, and the benches on both sides 
were packed. During the recitation 
by the Chaplain of the usual form 
of prayer, the Members knelt most duti- 
fully; and the scene reminded me far more of 
some convocation of Episcopal ministers in an 
ancient chapel than of a purely secular body of 
politicians animated toward each other by the 
very reverse of peace-on-earth-good-will-toward- 
men sentiments. But the moment prayers were 
ended the greater number ieft their seats, and 
remained out during the progress of routine 
business, lasting more than an ur. As the 
order of business began to draw toward the 
close the benches again filled, and, when Mr. 
Forster rose to move the amendment of which 
he had given notice, not only the floor of the 
House, but the galleries, were overflowing. 

Back of Mr. Forster, as he rose from the front 
of the Opposition benches, sat Lord Harting- 
ton,—a tall, rather distinguished-iooking man, 
whose years Seemed few for a leader of the Op- 

sition, or else they rest very lightly on him. 

u his right was the red face, sharp features, 
and white hair or Robert Lowe; and, still far- 
ther beyond, the placid face, broad forehead, and 
white locks of John Bright. A numder of lesser 
lights were on the same bench, but the bald 
bead and spare face of William Ewart Gladstone 
was not to be seen; it was soon evident that he 
had not returned from Oxford, where he had de- 
liyered hig great speech at the opening of the 
new Liberal Club—* The Palmerston ”—only 
the night before. 

Mr. Forster was specially interesting neither 
in the matter nor the manner of his speech. 
His manner was that of a conscientious lawyer 
endeavoring to do nis best in a case which he 
knew in advance would be decided against him. 
At tne close, 

MR. CROSS, THE HOME SECRETARY,— 
as his long title is usually abbreviated,—rose 
from the Conservative benches to reply, and it 
was quite evident that he was in full war-paint. 
Having alluded to the almost judicial speech 
of Mr. Forster as “a most ext 
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the table and significantly patted the 
books with advancing outstretched fingers, 
saying: “And still the Russians were 
advuncing.“ His whole action and manner were 
intended to convey the idea that the Russians 
were deliberately delaying negotiations for the 
purpose of continuing their military operations 
until Constantinople should be taken. Indeed 
more than that, his speech was the bitter and 
angry complaint of a partisan who desires to 
justify his own hasty offensive measures by the 
plea that he has been attacked. it was a speech 
which will not have the same reassuring effect 
upon the country as Mr. Cross’ more famous 
utterances last May, when the condition of En- 
gland's neutrality was so clearly set forth. One 
of his expressions 
RAISED A PERFECT STORM. 

He began a sentence: If this is all vou can 
sav for your friends, the Russians,” when the 
loud cries of Oh! oh!“ and “ Withdraw,’’ 
interrupted him, and for two or three minutes 
the House was a genuine pandemonium,—tbe 
Liberal outcries of displeasure being answered 
by cheers and ironical laughter by the Con- 
servatives. The way in which the House ex- 
presses approbation is by a peculiar repetition 
of “ Hear! hear! —not pronounced separately, 
but the words run into each other—‘ Hear- 
yeer-yeer.’’. On the other hand, disapprobation 
is conveyed by a similar running chorus of 
** Oh !-wo-wo-wo!”’ as the bass, with a high 
treble accompaniment from the rear benches of 
** Ki-yi-yi-yil’? Ip may well be imagined that. 
when both sides are energeticaily giving vent to 
opposite sentiments, there is considerable 
“music In the air.“ The Opposition demon- 
stration, however, was so strong and sustained 
that Mr. Cross consented to withdraw the ob- 
noxious phrage, and quiet was restored. 

Then followed four or five speakers of no 
particular consequence, who spoke mostly to 
empty benches, as it was the hour for dinner, 
and by common consent any bore is welcome to 
hold forth at this time, since no one need re- 
main except the Speaker. One of these worthy 
old prattlers, Mr. Noel, spoke at considerable 
length to about five members, and, at the close 
of his remarks, the Speaker took pity on him- 
self and went to dinner. It had been quite evi- 
dent through the speech of Mr. Cross that John 
Bright would reply to him, and, after Mr. 
Beresford-Hope had aired the first speech he 
had ever made on foreign affairs, 

MR. BRIGHT ROSE 
and advanced to the table. 

His manner was as different from that of any 
of his predecessors as can well be conceived. It 
is astonishing, often really exasperating, to hear 
some of the leading orators of the House drawl 
and stammer out their words; but there was 
none of this with Mr. Bright. In a steady, 
self-poised manner, he an by giving the 
Governwent credit for having hitherto kept the 
country from going to war. But whatever 
small comfort might have been extracted from 
this acknowledgment was speedily forgotten in 
the incisive, rapid, yet never basty 
arraignment which he drew up against 
the Cabinet for indecision and blundering. 
I do not propose to review his speech, yet the 
happy combination of oratorical eloquence with 
a certain dramatic association of contrasting 
pictures as presented by specific acts and ut- 
terances of the Government, was most telling. 
That it would have much influence upon the 
vote could not be expected, for no party- 
tyranny is so irresistible as that of the House of 
Commons: but it was easy to see the uneasy 
attitude of the majority on the Conservative 
benches as they tried vainly to resist the voice 
of the tempter opposite, who convinced them of 
their errors even against their wills. 

Mr. Bright's manuer is of the happiest possi- 
ble description, and his little asides, or paren- 
thetical expressions, never fail to teil,—and the 
more that they come without warning. Yet 
perhaps it is for this reason that so many of the 
old-style Englishmen distrust him. Their feel- 
ings, if openly expressed, would be, Aw-aw- 
er—he’s too clever, you know.“ No wonder he 
dubbed the Conservatives 

“THE STUPID PARTY.” 

There ie a class of Englishmen who are as 
impervious to humor, or to sharp, stinging 
satire, as a rhinoceros would be to the arrows 
ofthe Liliputians; and, directly that you say or 
do anything too subtle for their slow compre- 
hensions, they are your mortal enemies. They 
may never know whether vour intentions 
toward them were fricndly or hostile; they 
simply know that there was something meaut 
more than was exactly claar to their minds, and 
they hate you. 

The debate lost interest at the close of Mr 
Bright's speech, and, though it was continued 
last night, it was well known that none of the 
great guns on either side would take 
part; but on Monda Mr. Glad- 
stone will open and ord Hartington 
close for the Liberals, while Sir Stafford North- 
cote and Mr. Gathorne Hardy are to be the 
leading Conservative speakers. The grand en- 
counter will eome then, followed by the decis- 
ion, and the greatest debate of the session will 
then have closed; for it is understood that little 
further opposition will be made to the Conser- 
vative plans, in case (as is almost certain) the 
majority is large; and thenceforward the Cabi- 
net will be free to act in foreign affairs unop- 
posed by the minority in the House. 

After all, it is not so much war with a foreign 
Power that Lord Beaconsfield has been aiming 
at, as it is the re-establishment of a political 
theory in England which bas been forever laid 
at rest, namely: the theory of 

PERSONAL GOVERNMENT BY THE SOVERBIGN. 
It is not anoveity that, as people grow old, 
they should become possessed of fancies and 
ideas wholly foreign to thetr previous opinions; 
and it is merely an illustration of this fact that 
Queen Victoria should develop a determination 
to govern Great Britain herself, instead of acting, 
as heretofore, wholly under the advice of her Min- 
isters. Aud it is because Lord Beaconsfield bas 
recognized atid humored this desire that the 
Queen has given him the light of her counte- 
nance at Hugbenden Manor, and offered him the 
highest of British decorations,—the Order of 
the Garter. People may smile at the childish- 
ness of ap old woman who is pleased to be made 
Empress of India, and they may regard the 
creation of the recent Imperial Order of the 
Crown of India as a piece of foolish but harm- 
Jess vanity; but underneath this boys’ play 
there is à determination which may at no distant 
day be productive of the gravest re- 
sults. For instance: who that knows 
anything of the Prince of Wales would 
consider him competent personally to direct tne 
affairs of the nation! Who, bowever, can say 
that he may not attempt so to especially if 
his Royal motber should have left bim, by her 
influence and example, an opportunity and 
precedent for such a course? No abrupt de- 
—.— from the previous state of affairs would 

attempted; but suppose that the Queen had 
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corporation in any line regiments. As this 
gives a total of m dre than 800,000 men for the 
defense of the British Isles, there need hardly 
be much fear that the nycotbetical Battle of 
Dorking will be fought in ration.

from mentioning that, if officers are regarded 
as specially desirable, as aids to national defense, 
England ought to be safe against the world, 
Taking Field-Marshbals and Generals alone, 
there are 1.

A SAD STORY. 
Two Suicides, and a Third Prevented by the 
Merest Chance. 
Spvectal Dion, to Tae Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Feb. 16.—A singular sequel to 
the Bemis Heights tragedy of Feb. 1, which 
created a widespread sensation in Northern 
New York, was developed here to-day. 
It will be remembered that a young man 
named Van Schaick, of excellent family, 
tried to kill a Bemis Heights farmer and 
his wife, who had befriended and employed Sim. 
Failing in his attempted murder and robbery, 
he cut bis throat, and was found the next day. 
Meanwhile before bis discovery, an officer was 
sent to Troy, whither it was believed he had 
fled. This man rushed to the residence of 
Van Schaick’s young wife, im that city, 
and, bolting in, related his errand. Poor Mrs. 
Van Schaick, who devotedly loved her husband, 
notwithstanding his shortcomings, when she 
heard the terrible news sank upconscious. She 
remained insensible a long time, and when she 
did recover her reason had fled, and she re- 
mained a hopeless maniac until her suicide a 
few days afterward. 

This unfortunate young woman had a brother 
in this city. His mame is Edward Slocom, 27 
years of age, and he has been for many years a 
bookkeeper for Porter Bros. & Co. He was so 
deeply affected by his sister’s misfortunes 
and the wreck of her 
his mind became weakened. and 
tragedy his mental condition has bordered on 
insanity. He was found in 9 street at 
au early hour tnis morning by Ernest Sea- 
bright, acting in a very curious manner. 
Seabright concealed himself and watched bim. 
Slocum went over to a lamp-post, oulled 
out several slips from Troy newspapers, and 
read them, with many sighs and 
voice. They all related to the tragedy. After 
ne had read the slips he carefully foided and 
put them away. He then drew from his 
pocket a razor, opened it, felt the e 
with bis thumb, turned it over and over under 
the gaslicht, and flercely screamed out. My 
God, m poor sister is crazy! Dead! Chauncey 
a murderer!’ He then stretched his neck, 
flashed the keen razor in the licht, 
and was about to draw it across 
his throat when Mr. Seabright, with « 
loud ery for help, rushed upon him and grasped 
his arm. Slocum struggled desperately, and 
cut Seabright two or three times, 
slight wounds.

Important Conference in New York City. 


New York, Feb. 16.—The Committees of the 
Chamber of Commerce, of the Importers’ and 
Grocers’ Board of Trade, and of the Board of 
Trad: and Transportation, had a conference to- 
day with President Vanderbilt, of the New 
York Central Railroad, and Receiver Jewett, of 
the Erie Railway. The conference was opened 
by the reading of a statement in which it was 
claimed that; inasmuch as three-quarters er 
more of the Western-bound freight over the 
New York Central and Erie is furnished by this 
city, equity demands: 

First—That New York shippers to the West 
shall have at all times, either by schedule or 

‘contract, equally low rates with the seaboard 
competing cities. 

Second—That foreign freight arriving at this 

rt shall not be forwarded to the West over 
Phe New York Ceutral of Erie Railroads from 
bere to destination at lower rates than the same 
— can be shipped {rom the warehouse in New 

Ork City. 

Third—That classifications made by the New 
York Central or Erie Rajiroads sball be in all 
respects as favorable for New York shippers as 
for any other seaboard city, or for through 
foreign freight. 

Fourth—That the present classifications 
should be to some extemt modified ia the inter- 
est of both railroads and commerce, and that 
special contracts should ouly be made under a 
unilorm and impartial rule, available alike to 
all car-loads, being the maximum quaotity re- 
quired to secure lowest rates. 

The Committees believe that, unless the reg- 
ulations above proposed can be conceded and 
rigorously adhered to, the prominence of New 
York as distributing depot of the country 
cannot much longer be maintained, notwith- 
standing its quparalleled financial and geo- 
graphical advantages. 

The Committee also say that “with this pos- 
sible calamity in the future, the railroads in 
their management and merchants in their ef- 
forts can have but one aim if they would save

either the interpretation of said section by our 


dupreme Court is an erroneous one. or the section, 
so interpreted, is itself alaw of the State of IIll- 
nois impairing the obligation of contracts, within 


the meaning of the tenth section of Article 1 of 


the Constitution of the United States, which says: 
No State shail passany law impairing the ooli- 
ation of contracts. And said section is, there- 


ore, void, if the Supreme Court's construction of

It was decided, in Canal Company vs. Railroad 
Company, 4 Gili & Johnson, that there is no 
difference in principle between a law that impairs 
the obligation of a contract in terms, and one that 
produces the same effect in the construction and 
ractical execution of it. 
"Ie the case of Railroad Company vs. McClure 
10 Wallace, 511, the Supreme Court of the United 
States in 1870 decided that the Constitution of a 
State isa ‘law’ within the prohibition of the Con- 
stitation of the United — upon State laws im- 
ing the obligation of contracts. 
oT shefore. if [shall show that that section of 
our present Constitution which forbids a munici- 
pal corporation from becoming indebted in any 
manner or for any purpose to an amount incind- 
ing existing indebtedness beyond certaia limit 
does, tin the construction and practical execu- 
tion of it.” impair the obligation of contracts 
that are valid and legal. then, according to the 
foregoing decisions of the Supreme Cour of the 
United States and of the State of Maryland. I 
shall have established that the section of our Con- 
stitution containing the prohibition referred to isa 
law impairing the obligation ef contracts, within 
the meaning of Sec. 10, Art. I., of the Constita-

Hence, according to the construction of the con- 
gtitutional prohibition referred to, as made by our 
bupreme Court. any obligation on the of a city 
already indebted to the constitutional limit to pay 
a stipulated sum at any time in the future matur- 

beyond the current fiscal year 

ven, whatever be the form 

ofsuch obligation. whether it be oral or written, 
whether contained in a due-bill, or promissory - 
note, a bond, an ordinance, a levy and appropria- 
tion bill, or any other written ſustrument, and 
whatever may be the purpose or consideration for 
which such obligation, oral or written, express or 
implied, was meurred, whether forthe salary of 
the Mayor, of the Comptroller, of the Treasurer, or 
of any other city official, for the wages of a street- 

laborer, or lamplighter, for the services of a 

policeman, ora fireman. for the furnishing of gas 

to the street-lamps, even for the sweeping, dust- 
ing. and lighting of the Counct] Chamber. or the 
care of the water-closets in the Munici building, 
all such obligations are forbidden, null, and void. 

Such being the constryction of the prohibition in 

question, as settled our Supreme Court, the 

inquiry next in order is this: 

WHAT 18 THE PRACTICAL OPERATION OR EX- 
ECUTION OF THE PROHIBITION UNDER THE 
CONSTRUCTION THUS PUT UPON IT! 

It is in the case of city already indebted to the 
constitutional limit te deprive it of all power to 
perform its corporate functions by the use of legal 
means, and thus, for ail the practical purposes of 
its — 1 ag mw terminates ite corporate 
existence. For the law does not authorize nor 
allow the continuance of its corporate life by the 
use of any other means than those prescribed by 
the law to which it owes its creation. If it cannot 
exercise its lawfal powers and perform its lawful 
duties, without inenrringe obligations which the 
Constitution forbids it to contract, then it must 
cease to live, or continue its existence only by a 
persistent course of violations of the law by which 
alone it lives, and moves, and has its being. 

Under sach a prohibition as the above, construed 
as it has been, a city already indebted to the con- 
Stitutional limit cannot elect a Mayor, a City 
Treasurer, a City Clerk, or a City Attorney, and 
permit him to qualify and enter upon the pos- 
session of his office without thereby making a con- 
tract with him, by which he becomes obligated, on 
the one band, 1 the official services be- 
longing to his ces and the city becomes bound 
on tae other to pay him the salary fixed by 
ordinance, So with a Comptroller, a Corporation 
Counsel, or other officer, who is appointed to, and 
2 and enters upon the possession of an 
office. 

If the city employs any one to serve it in the ca- 
pacity of a policeman, a fireman, an engineer, a 
street-cleaner, or to perform any clerical] duties in 
any of the departments, it must of necessity incur 
a legal obligation to pay him some amount for his 
time and labor atsome time. If the cityin em- 
ploying bim should seek to evade tbe application 
to their engagement with him of the constitutional 
prohibition against its incurring any obligation to 
pay, by omitting any stipulation between them as 
to the amount to be paid him, or the time of its 
payment, the courts, in a suit instituted for that 
purpose, would hold the city obligated by law to 
pay to the person so employed such a sum as the 
jury might find his services to be reasonably worth, 
and that the same was due at such time from the 
commencement of his labors as tue jury might find 
to be reasonable. Even in such a case, therefore, 
the city would incur a legal obligation to pay mon- 
ey, and, consequently, according to the construc- 
tion of the Supreme Court, contracta debt for- 
bidden by the Constitution. 

It may, for the sake of argument merely, be con- 
ceded, as a poesibility, though not asa probabil- 
ity, that persons may be found of sufficient means 
and public spirit to serve the city as municipal 
officers withont a salary, or a a laborer or an em- 
ploye without wages. But it cannot be assumed 
as a fact that persons of such sacrificing generosity 
can or will be found to thus run the City Govern- 
ment at their own expense, and without expense 
to the tax-payers of the municipality. Neither 
can it be assumed as a possibility even that the 
Constitutional Convention in framing the prohibi- 
tion referred to intended that a city already in- 
debted to the constitutional limit should thence- 
forth, and until it nad accumulated sufficient 
money its treasury to pay as it went, exercise its 
corporate powers and perform its corporate duties 
through agency of unsalaried officials and unpaid 
employes. 

It must rather be supposed that the authors of 
this probibition framed it as well as all the other 
provisions of our organic law witha due regard 
to its practical adaptibility to the ordinary and 
usual course of human affairs and of human con 
duct and character, and also with a view to the 
then existing uniform and well known usage 
among municipal governments of performing their 
governmental functions through the agency of 
salaried officers and of clerks, laborers, and other 
subordinates working for wages. 

In discussing, therefore, the practical operation 
of the prohibition in question upon the workings 
of municipal Governments with a view to deter- 
mine whethe@ euch prohibition is. in its construc- 
tion and exeeution,’’ alaw impairing the obligation 
of contracts or not, neither sound reason, common 
sense, nor the spirit of the law can tolerate the 
claim that we should look at the subject before us 
in the lightof any such far-fetched and puerile 
suggestion, as that the city may find men to All its 
offices and perform all the labors of its corporate 
Government for nothing. 

if it were being shown toacoart that a law deny- 
ing toacity already indebted to a constitutional 
limit the power to contract any obligation to pay 
money to any one in any manner or for any pur- 
pose, practically deprived such a city of the an 
capacity to procure the officers and other agents 
needed for carrying on its Government unless it 
paid them in advance for the services to be render- 
ed by them, and that such a law would thereby ter- 
minate the life of such city as an actual working 
corporation, we venture the opinion, that any 
Court would feel itself insulted by an attempt to 
evade the force of such a showing by the sugges- 
tion, that the city could, — 2 2 continue its 
governmentai functions through the agency of men 
who would volunteer their services to the city for 
that purpose, For such an anomaly has never 
been witnessed and probably never will be, and will 
not be regarded as 8 possibility even by the law, 
whose essentialand informing spirit is common 
sense and sound reason. 

But an incorporated city needs for the conduct 
of its municipal government, not only officers and 
numerous agents of other kinds, but it also re- 
quires a large amount of materials and supplies, 
provisions, stationery, etc. The suggestion of the 
possibility that men may be found to render their 
services to the city as municipal officers and em- 
ployes, without compensation, which has been re- 
sorted to as a relief from the otherwise insuperabie 
difficulty in which the city is involved by the con- 
stitutional prohibition against its contracting to 

y salaries or wages to euch officers and em- 
ployes—this suggestion cannot apply to the case of 
such materials and supply, and is, certainly, not 
available to relieve the city from the practical in- 
ability to obtain such supplies which is imposed on 
it by the constitutional prohibition against its be- 
coming indebied—or, in other words, against its 
contracting any obligation to pay money in any 
manner or for any purposc. 

For it may be assumed as a certainty, in the eye 
of the law, that no one will make a donation of 
such materials or supplies to the city, or deliver 
them to the city for its use or consumption, with- 
out some contract on the part of the recipient, 
either ora] or written, express or implied, to pay 
the price of them, at some time in the future, either 
near or remote. 

It may be conceded as possible, though not as 
probable, that there may be persons who will fur- 
nish the city with such needed materials and eup- 
plies and agree to wait for the payment of the 
atipulated price of them for tweive or eighteen 
months from the date of their delivery, —that is, 
until the city has collected the taxes levied and ap- 

opriated for the expenses of the current year. 

at, even in that case, the constitutional prohibi- 
tion will be violated according to the construction 
of it by the Supreme Court. For no one wili dis- 
pute the proposition that the very moment such 
materials and supphes are delivered by their owner 
to the city, upon an agreement on the part of the 
latter to pay their stipulated price at any time in 
the future, that moment the city has incurred an 
obligation to pay money. Having then incurred 
such an obligation, and being previously indebted 
to the constitutional limit, the city

From this extract itis evident the Supreme Court 
recognized the fact that the word debt has two dif-

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Such being the nature and necessary effect of the 
definition which the Supreme Court of the 
kind of indebtedness which is for by the 
constitutional prohibition, it follows necessarily 
that, when a city already indebted to the constita- 
tional limit obtains materials and supplies from 
any one, even upon an unde

levied and appropriated 
current fiscal year shal! have been collected, such 


city becomes instantly inde violation of the 
constitutional prohibition, but the indebtedness 
so incurred is annulled by the organic law the very 
instant it is contracted. The contract, whataver 
its form, by which such indebtedness on the part 
of the city was vainly attempted to be created, 
being thus annulled py the Constitution as soon 
as made, the owner of the materials and supplies 
so delivered to the city parte with them upon a 
contract which imposes no obligation on 
the city, and upon which he can never recover any 
judgment in any court. Moreover, when, at the 
end of twelve or eighteen months, the taxes levied 
and appropriated for the expenses of the then cur- 
rent year have been collected, and the contingency 
has arrived upon whose occurrence the stipulated 
price was to be paid, neither the Comptroller nor 
the Treasurer have any au to pay such 
ce, but, on the contrary, are forbidden by the 
‘onstitution and the laws todoso. For the con- 
tract upon which said price is proposed to be paid 
was annulled in the first moment of its inception 
by the Constitution, which forbid it to be made, 
and, consequently, has never had an existence as 
a legal obligation — the city from the making 
of such contract down to the final moment ap- 
pointed for the payment of the price. To allow 
the Comptroller, therefore, to issue his warrant 
on the Treasurer for the payment of such price 
out of taxes levied and collected under the law for 
lawful corporate purposes only would be to au- 
thorize those officers to repeat by the payment of 
a forvidden contract that violation of the Con- 
stitution which had been first committed in the 
making of it. 

IN VIEW OF THESE RESULTS, . 
which are the necessary and logical consequences 
of the construction placed by the Supreme Court 
upon the prohibition of our Constitution, will it be 
believed that the city can obtain the materials and 
supplies it may need in any other way than by pay- 
ing for them at the time of their delivery, or will 
it, under such circumstances, be denied that the 
city ie thereby deprived of all degal ability to ob- 
tain them otherwise than forcash? Whether she 
can pay cash for themor not, as she may need 
them, isa question which will be hereinafter dis- 
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W nat we have here said in regard to contracts for 
ma‘erials and supplies entered into by a city al- 
ready indebted for as much as the Constitution al 
lows is equally true in regard to contracts for light- 
ing the city with gas, for buiiding sewers, for open- 
ing and closing bridges, as well as all contracts on 
the part of the city with its officers and other em- 
ployes for the payment of their respective salaries 
or wages. In the case Of eachand all of these sev- 
eral contracts the Constitution, according to the 
interpretation placed upon it by the Supreme Court, 
is first violated in the making of them, and must, 
therefore, be again violated in the payment of any 
money upon them, if such payment should be 
made out of any proceeds in the Treasury of taxes 
levied and collected, such taxes being collected 
and availaole for lawfal corporate purposes only. 
and not for the discharge of any pretended obliga- 
tions on the part of the corporation whichit was 
forbidden by the supreme law of the State to con 
tract, and which it would be an offense against 
that law to consummate. 

For it must be noted that, by the second claase 
of the 62d section of Art. V. of the General In- 
corporation act of cities, which constitutes the 
present Charter of Chicago, it is provided that 
the City Council in cities shall have power to ap- 
propriate money for corporate purposes only, and 
provide for payment of debts and expenses of the 
corporation. The City Council of Chicago being 
thus empowered to appropriate 1 for corporate 
purposes only, and to provide for the payment of 
corporate purposes only, and Chicago being already 
indebted to the full constitutional limit at the time 
our present Constitution went into force. it follows 
that any indebtednegs contracted, or any obliga- 
tions to pay money incurred by her, in any man- 
ner or for any purpose, is forbidden by the Consti- 
tution, as the same is interpreted by the Supreme 
Court, and, therefore, is not a corporate debt 
for which the City Council is empowered to pro- 
vide as above, and not one of the corporate 
purposes for which said Council is authorized to 
appropriate money out of the City Treasury. 

The City Council ef Chicago, therefore, cannot, 
without violating the Constitution and the present 
City Charter, appropriate any money for the pay- 
ment of any sums which the city may bave become 
obligated to pay to any person upon any contract 
on ite part, expressed or implied, oral or written, 
with such person for materials and supplies, or 
for the salary of an officer or cierk, or for the 
wages of an employe or laborer. 

And, as the City Council cannot make any law- 
ful appropriation for any such unlawful and non- 
corporate purpose, the Comptroller cannot draw a 
warrant on the Treasury for the payment of the 
price of materials and supplies, or of the salaries 
or wages which the city has become obligated to 

ay upon contracts for that purpose which it has 
coon forbidden by the Constitution to make. 
Since, in drawing such a warrant for the falfill- 
ment of an unconstitational void, and, therefore, 
non-corporate contract, on the vart of the sity, he 
knowingly violates the official oath which he is 
required by Sec. 75 of the City Charter to take, 
and which reads: I dosolemnly swear [or affirm 
as the case may be] that I will support the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and the Constitution 
of Illinois.“ and how can ne draw a warrant for the 
discharge of an obligation of the city which the 
State Constitution peremptorily forbids, according 
to the Supreme Court's interpretation of it, with- 
out himeelf violating that Constitution, and there- 
by his solemn oath to support it in the discharge 
of his official duties. 

Nor can our reasoning on this point be answered 
by the suggestion that officers for the city may be 
elected or appointed; and may qualify and act in 
their offices, without the city entering into any 
formal or express contract to pay them their re- 
epective salaries; that agents and employes may 
be employed by the ¢ity without any express con- 
tract to pay them their wages. For we have al- 
ready shown in a previous part of this argument 
that the law itself creates a contract or obligation 
on the part of the city to pay an officer of the city 
his salary from the fact. viz., that he has been 
elected or appointed in accordance with the Charter, 
has qualifiea and entered upon his office and per- 
formed its duties, and that the law also raises an 
obligation on the part of the city to pay each of its 
respective employes and agents a reasonable com- 
pensation ina reasonable time for services ren- 
dered by them to the city at its request, though 
neither their wages nor the time of their payment 
be fixed by an express or specific agreement be- 
tween them and it. 

We have shown the same to be true in respect to 
materials and suppiies obtained from any one dy 
the city for its own uses unless the said materials 
and supplies be expressly donated to the city free 
of all charge, And in this connection it may 
appropriately remarked that the Charter would seem 
to require that the city shall obtain materials and 
supplies for its corporate use, by express contract 
between the city and the party who furnished 
them. For Clause 94 of Sec. 62 of the City 
Charter says: The City Council shall have power 
to provide, by ordinance, that all the paper, print- 
ing, stationery, blanks, fuel, and all the supplies 
needed for the use of the city, shall be furnished 
by contract, let to the lowest bidder. 

BY THE FOREGOING I HAVE DEMONSTRATED, 
as I conceive, that a city already indebted to the 
constitutional limit cannot have, for the conduct 
of ite municipai vernment, any paid officers, 
elected or appointed, and acting for the city, 
without necessarily incurring an obligation to pay 
them their salaries, ubon some contract, either 
express or implied dy law to that effect, nor any 

aid employes, agents, laborers, or others, render- 
ng services to the city, at its request, without in- 
curring an obligation to compensate them for such 
service, either upon an express contract to that ef - 
fect, or upon one implied by law from the fact of 
their serving the city at ite request, and that the 
city can obtain none of the supplies or materials 
needed for the discharge of its corporate duties 
and the maintenance of its corporate government 
witbout incurring an obligation to the furnish- 
ers thereof: to pay them some price for such 
articles, atsome time in the future, which price 
and time will be determined either by express con- 
tract orone created by law. upon the basis of the 
furnisher’s right to a reasonable price in a reason- 
able time, unless the owner of such supplies shall 
make a present of them to the city. 

I have also shown that, according to our Su- 

e Court’s construction of the constitutional 
\ ibition now under discussion, no city in the 
‘State of Illinois which ie already indebted to the 
full constitutional lmmit can incur an obdligation 
toany of its officers elected or ee to pay 
them their salaries, or to any of its employes of 
any kind, to pay them for their services and labors 
in ite business, or to any one to pay them any 
price at any time for material or suppiies furnish- 
ed to the city at its request without thereby be- 
coming indebted” in some manner and for some 
purpose within the meaning of the prohibition 
contained in the Constitution, nor, therefore, 
without violating the command of tae Vonstitu- 
tion, which, according to the Supreme Court, for- 
bids the incurral of any each itional indebted- 
ness or obligations to pay on the part of acity 
already indebted to the limit allowed. 

FROM THE TWO PROPOSITIONS THUS PROVEN, 
the conclusion follows inevitably that « city al- 
ready indebted to the limit allowed by the Corfsti- 
tution of 1870, at the time that tion went 
into force (as Chicago and otber cities of the State 
were known to be by the Convention). cannot 
have an officer of any kind, a clerk, laborer. po- 
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ehave thus demonstrated this proposition, 
that under the tion in our Constitution. as 
it is interpreted by our 8u e Co no city, 
which, like Chicago and ot is al y indebted 
to the constitutional limit, can lawfully procure the 
officers and employes; needéd to carry on its 
Municipal Government, unless such officers and 
employes volunteer to serve the city without pay, 
or unless they are paid in advance for the services 

to be afterwards rendered hem; and, 

„that such a city ca obtain any ef the ma- 
terials and r needed for its corporate 
poses, unless they are donated by the parties fur- 
nishing them. 

THE QUESTION NOW ARISES 
whether it is practicable fora city, already indebted 
to the constitutional limit, to pay ite officers and 
employes in advance of the services to be ren- 
dered by them, and to pay for its needed materials 
and supplies at the time of their * To do 
this, it must have money in the City Treasury law- 
fully applicable to that purpose, and lawfully ap- 
propriated therefor. But how can sucha city ob- 
tain the money required for the said purpose 
without violating the law, it not being auth 
to obtain it by any means that are illegal’ 

It cannot obtain it by borrowing money ona long- 
time loan, such as would necessitate the levy and 
appropriation of a tax to mect the annual accruing 
interest thereon. For, in our opinion, that is the 
very k of borrowing, and the only one, which 
was intended to be forbidden, beyond a certain 
limit, by the prohibition in our Constitation, and 
Which our Supreme Court. a far rauthority than 
ourselves, says is probibited. In our opinion, it 
can be borrowed on a temporary loan, payable with- 
in the current fiscal year, and by way of antici- 
pating the collection of the taxes levied and ap- 
propriated for that year and for the parposes to 
which the proceeds of such loan areapplied. But 
the Supreme Court gays that even such a lean is 
forbidden if it imposes any obligation on the city 
itself to pay it, and itis their opinion, not mine, 
which must prevail in this matter, and it is their 
opinion, not my own, whose effects I am now dis- 
N 

If the City Council could levy and appropri- 
ate, at the commencement of one fiscal year, all 
tho taxes required to meet the @atire expenses of 
that year, and, also, of the three or four years suc- 
ceeding it, and then commence to collect the whole 
of the taxes for all of said years, forthwith, then 
there might be some possible chance to raise money 
to pay In advance. 

BUT THERES ARB NUMEROUS OBSTACLES, 
both legal and practical, to the success of any such 
extraordinary plan. We will enumerate a few of 
them: 

First—It would be illegal. For Sec. 89 of the act 
for the genera! incorporation of cities and — 
which is the present charter of Chicago of 
most of the other cities in this State, provides 
that ** the pas Council in cities, and the Board of 
Trustees in villages, shall, within the first quarter 
of each fiscal year, an ordinance, to be termed 
the annual appropriation bill, in which such corpo- 
rate authorities may appropriate such sum or sums 
of money as may be deemed necesary to defray all 
necessary expenses and liabilities of such corpora- 
tion; and in such ordinance shall specify the on- 
jects and purposes for which such appropriations 
are made, and the amount — ps —— for each 

> MGs ia section evidently 


object or 
requires ihe — and avprooriation of taxes in 
each city to be mad at comme n¢e- 
ment of each year, necessary 
expenses of the corporation for that year only. 
Sec. 111 of the same act evidences the same intent 
still more clearly, if that is ible. So, also, 
with Sec. 122 of the General Revenue law of the 
State, and many other of its sections. At the time 
of the adoption of the constitation of 1870, most, 
if not all, the cities of the State, including Chica- 
go, were governed by 1 charters. it may 
safely be asserted that, in none of these charters, 
were the corporate authorities empowered to levy 
and appropriate taxes otherwise than annually, 
and for the necessary expenses, etc., of the then 
current flecal year. It may also be asserted, with 
equal confidence, that, in none of the States, have 
their constitutions and laws authorized State or 
municipal taxes to be levied, appropriated, or coi- 
lected otherwise than annualiv, and only enough 
to meet the estimated necessary expenses of the 
year during which such levies and appropriations 
were made. Nor has it been customary for munic- 
ipal coryorations to levy and appropriate their 
taxes, in any other way than annually, from the 
earliest colonial times tothe present. This was, 
undoubtedly, known to the framers of the consti- 
tution of 1870, and the prohibition therein con- 
tained must have been framed with a view to this 
universal and long-established course of States and 
corporations in respect to the levy and appropria- 
tion of taxes. 

Second—The taxpayers of any city, whose 
authorities might attempt to levy, app 
and collect within one fiscal year the taxes re- 
quired to meet the expenses, not only of the then 
current year. but also of several successive ones, 
would be unable to pay ali the taxes so levied, on 
those for more than one year, without serious em- 
barrassment to all and utter ruin to many of them. 
and they would, therefore, resist, with all their 
might, the execution of a scheme so disastrous to 
their private interest, no matter what might be the 
promised benefits of it to the public. 

Third—The chronic tax fighters and their at- 
torneys would exult in such a favorable opportun- 
ity for the practice of their peculiar modes of war- 


fare. 
But enough has been said to demonstrate the 
UTTER IMPRACTICABILITY 

of a city’s thus obtaining money to pay in advance. 
Can money to pay the salaries of cers and the 
wages of employes, in advance of the services to 
be rendered by them, and to pay cash on delivery 
for supplies — we have shown is nece under 
our constitution as it is construed) be realized by 
means of collections of the taxes levied and appro- 
priated for the one year, during whichsaid cash 
advances have to be made to the city? 

Emphatically, no! It is utterly impossible to ob- 
tain the needed funds in this way. In his late 
message to the Council, Mayor Heath states, very 
correctly, that the taxes which are now being 
levied and appropriated by the Council to meet the 
necessary expenses of the present fiscal year will 
not begin to be collected until. January, 1879, 
nearly twelve months hence, while the entire col- 
lection of so much of them as can be collected at 
all will not be completed before November, 1879, 
nearly two years hence. 

How can any man with the smallest share of 
common sense indulge the delusive idea that the 
city authorities can realize out of the collection of 
the taxes levied for thie year the means of meet- 
ing, not only when they may be due under con-

Yet Mayor Heath's statement in regard to the 
collection of our city taxes corresponds eubstan- 
tially with what has been, and is now, the history 
of tax-collections in every city in the State of II- 
nois, if not in every city in the United States. No 
convention, Legislature, or court bas ever held, or 
will ever hold, it as practicable for a city to meet. 
as they arise, the expenses of any year outof the 
collections exclusively made of the taxes levied 
and appropriated for such year. 

The Supreme Court of New York has used the 
following language on this 1 ** Municipal 
corporations obtain their fands, for the moet part, 
1 by means of. annual taxation, and it 
is imposst le, by any degree of care, to adjust 
their means to their wants so accurately but that 
exigencies will arise rendering necessary a resort 
to the credit of the corporation.” 

As to the suggestion that the Government of this 
and other cities of the State similarly situated 
may be administered by means of volunteers, 
officers and employes rendering their services 
gratuitously, and without any agreement for 
future y at any time (such an agreement being 
unconstitational), and that its needed materials 
and suvplies may be donated by patriotic citizens, 
we need not here add to the remarks aiready made 
ou that subject, for we are confident that no 
Court, in discussing the constitutional beari of 
the prohibition under consideration, would give 3 
moment's consideration to a suggestion 80 improb- 
able and visionary as that a City Government can 
be run by means of unpald officials, gratuitous 
laborers. and donated supplies. 

We have therefore demonstrated that, under our 
constitutional prohibition, as it is interpreted dy 
our Supreme Court, no city in the State, siready 
indebted to the constitutional limit, can have any 
officers or employes, or obtain any materials or 
supplies, withont violating the supreme law of the 
State, as well as its own Charter powers. 

WHAT I8 THE FINAL RESULT OF ALL THIS! 

Neither Chicago, nor any other city indebted to 
the full constitutional limit, can carry on its ma- 
nicipal government, or continue its existence as 
an actual working corporation, without hourly and 
daily violations of the Constitution of the State, as 
it has been inte by our highest judicial tri- 
bupal.

The other provisions of the bill, as it pass- 
ed the Senate, authorizes the opening of ne- 
gotiations with foreign countries as to the es- 
tablishment of an international standard of 
the relative values of silver and gold. It 
makes silver alegal-tender except when it is 
otherwise stipulated in the contract, and di- 
rects the issue of certificates for silver coin 
deposited in the Treasury. The only point 
of material difference is that pertaining to 
limited instead of free coinage. 

The passage of this bill over the combined 
opposition of the money interests of the 
country, backed by the influence of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the officers of 
the Mint, is a triumph for the people that 
goes far to vindicate the justice of popular 
government and the silent power of public 
opinion, The great fraud of 1873-74 stands 
condemned by the whole country. The dis- 
honest act of demonetization is properly and 
appropriately branded by the overwhelming 
votes of both Houses of Congress. It was 
not in any sense a party question. Both 
parties came to the defense of the conntry, 
and united in the rescue of the nation from 
the grasp of the Shylocks. All honor to the 
men of the West, the South, the Middle 
and the Pacific States, who have forgotten 
all sectionalism and made common cause for 
the robbed, outraged, and betrayed people. 

Of the twenty-four votes in the Senate 
against the remonetization of silver, twelve 
were contributed by New England, four by 
New York and New Jersey, and one each by 
Delaware, Maryland, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, California, Oregon, and 
Michigan. Senator Curisriancy, of Michi- 
gan, alone of the representatives of the Great 
West voted to perpetuate the chains forged 
in Wall street. Fifteen millions of the peo- 
ple of the Northwest unanimously repudiate 
that vote. 

Mr. Bram, with dramatic inconsistency, 

declaring that the demonetization of 
silver was clearly unconstitutional, deliber- 
ately voted against the bill remonetizing sil- 
ver. Mr. ConkKLING, more wise, gave a silent 
vote. Three Senators from the South— 
HIL of Georgia, Parrzrson of South Caro- 
lina, and Lamar of Mississippi—took the re- 
sponsibility of putting their constituents at 
defiance, and voted to make money séarce 
and dear and to depreciate still lower the 
value of labor, and land, and all other prop- 
erty in the already sadly 
Southern States. Their betrayal uf the in- 
terests of their own people, and of the inter- 
ests of the whole country, failc d to be effect- 
ual. They could not defeat the bill, and we 
question whether their labors, being impo- 
tent, will command much respect even in 
Wall street. 

There were twenty-two States that voted 
unanimously solid for the bill: Virginia, 
Ohio, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Ala- 
bama, Iowa, Florida, Colorado, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Tennessee, Minnesota, Arkansas, 
Nebraska, Louisiana, Wisconsin, Texas, IIli- 
nois, West Virginia, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Nevada; and eight States that gave half 
their votes for the bill: Delaware, Maryland, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, Michi- 
gan, California, and Oregon,—making a total 
of 52 votes out of 76. 

We congratulate the country upon the re- 
sult, national, political, and moral. We 
congratulate Congress upon its triumphant 
victory over all the peculiar influences that 
have so long controlled legislation. We con- 
gratulate the Senators and Representatives 
who have so long, and bravely, and ably 
defied the storm of abuse and vilification 
showered upon them. We congratulate the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the American 
people and the country have relieved him of 
all further responsibility by substitut- 
ing the national for his personal 
will in the matter of national finances; 
and we congratulate the President that 
the people have left nothing open to doubt 
or uncertainty, but have passed this bill by 
such a vote that nothing is left to him but 
to give his assent to legislation already de- 
creed by Congress and the country at large. 
As well consider the expediency of vetoing 
the whirlwind as to attempt in this case to 
arrest or delay the execution of the national 
will on this measure of national and universal 
interest. Tae Cuicaco Trisunz congratu- 
lates its readers that the protracted dis- 
cussions of this subject have been 
brought to a successful issue; and, though 
there have been many hard and bitter things 
said, Tun Tumoxz, in view of the great 
popular victory, extends a hearty forgiveness 
even to the hardest-hearted Shylocks, satis- 
fied that in due time even they will find it to 
the general benefit that silver has been re- 
stored to the money of the country.

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THE NEW MINISTER TO GERMANY. 

President Hayrzs has done well in appoint- 
ing Mr. Bararp Tron Minister to Ber- 
lin, There are few men in the country as 
well qualified as Mr. Tazzor to fill this re- 
sponsible office. He has Been identified as 
prominently as any living American with the 
study of German literatufe, and has done 
more than any other person to extend its in- 
fluence in this country. After a long resi- 
dence in Germany, during Which he became 
conversant with the 
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in the aggregate the whole or the greater 
part of his intellectual activity. He has 
been a great traveler, and has both seen and 
written much wherever he he has been. 
His journalistic labors also, in connection 
with the New York Tribune, have absorbed 
much of his time and energy. He is on this 
account even better qualified as a man of the 
world and a cosmopolitan character than as & 
literary man to discharge faithfully the duties 
of Minister. His social relations with the 
Court will be more than usually agreeable in 
view of the fact that he is married to a Ger- 
man wife, and is already endeared to the Ger- 
man people by his services to the memory of 
the illustrious Gorrxx. 

The appointment of Mr. Tar1or is strictly 
in the line of Civil-Service Reform. It is 
particularly creditable to the Administration, 
because it has been made in the face of hos- 
tile and spiteful criticism, for all or part of 
which Mr. Tartor might justly be held re- 
sponsible. The New York Tribune, with 
which he is, if we mistake not, actively con- 
nected, has of late lost no opportunity to 
embarrass the President, questioning both 
his sincerity and his capacity in the execu- 
tion of this very policy of Civil-Service Re- 
form which he has now so amply vindicated. 
It may be true that Civil-Service Reform 
makes no account of persons, so far as the 
theory on which it is based is concerned ; 
but it is equally true that in practice no Ad- 
ministration is expected to reward its 
enemies, or bless those that despitefully use 
it and persecute it. The appointment is none 
the less a good one both for Mr. TATLon 
and for the Administration. It may serve to 
give him a higher place in history than he 
would otherwise have occupied, and at the 
same time to convince honest reformers that 
the present Administration, whatever errors 
it may have committed in the past, is not 
disposed. to persist in wrong-doing. Its 
errors may, indeed, be ascribed to a want of 
experience and due information rather than 
to any want of good intention. 


THE CITY FINANCES. 

Ever since the publication uf the Supreme 
Court's decision, which will practically pre- 
vent the City Government from borrowing 
money in anticipation of the tax-collection, 
every person who has taken an interest in 
the matter has been searching for some 
„ specific" which shall enable the city to 
continue as before, spend as much money as 
ever, and pay its officers and, employes as 
regularly as ever. The search has been for 
some “ plan” whereby the blockade can be 
raised. Now this search may as well be 
given up. “Specifics” have been pretty 
much abandoned in the science of medicine, 
and they are certainly undiscovered elements 
in the science of finance. The sooner we 
give up the effort to whip the devil around 
the post, and face the stern necessities of 
the case, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. We have been warned for years by 
financial embarrasements and court decisions 
that the City of Chicago must conform 
to the rule of paying as it goes. 
For years, various specious devices have 
been contrived to evade and postpone the 
inevitable, and most of the persons engaged 
in running the city affairs are still endeavor- 
ing to invent some new process to this end. 
If any so-called specific” should be found 
which would carry through another year the 
attenuated and emaciated patient, the result 
will be that the patient will be even sicker 
at the beginning of next year than he is 
now, and probably dissolution will be in- 
evitable. The single remedy is to accumnu- 
late a fund with which to begin payment 
(out of an unexpended balance) of the cur- 
rent expenses of maintaining the City Gov- 
ernment. There is but one of two ways 
whereby this can be accomplished, viz.: 
Either by increasing the tax-levy or by re- 
ducing the expenses. The taxpayers are 
neither disposed nor able to sustain the 
former; the Council and officials seem de- 
termined not to yield the latter. But in 
such a conflict as this the tax-eaters must 
give way. 

it is very evident from the conclusion ar- 
rived at by the majority of the Finance 
Committee, consisting of Messrs. Pearsons, 
Rossensera, Txroop, and Szaron, that these 
gentlemen either fail utterly to estimate the 
gravity of the situation or have permitted 
themselves to be governed solely by the 
pressure of the tax-eaters. Practically, they 
have suggested no reduction on the Comp- 
troller’s estimates, which were made up be- 
fore the Supreme Court decision was an- 
nounced. Hence they have not been in- 
fluenced by the greater urgency for a curtail- 
ment of expenses which the late decision has 
created. The appropriations which this 
Committee will recommend to the Council 
approximate $4,000,000, which was about 
the aggregate of the Comptroller's estimates; 
the difference between the two consists 
mainly in a reduction of the Court-House 
and Oontingent Funds, and a distribution of 
these reductions among the other items in 
the shape of a 15 per cent margin to cover 
shrinkage by the non-payment of taxes. 
This 15 per cent would be in the aggre- 
gate about $600,000, but it is estimated 
that the natural growth of expenditures be- 
yond the estimates, and the failure to collect 
a part of the taxes, will exhaust this amoant. 
According to the programme of the Finance 
Committee, it is proposed to go on expend. 
ing about the same amount of money this 
year as last year, without any preparation 
whatever for accumulating a fund with which 
to begin the system of cash payments. 

The programme of the Finance Committee 
is simply suicidal. If carried out by the 
Council it will be flying in the face of bank- 
ruptcy and courting all the evils incident 
thereto. It is a policy which will inevitably 
lead up to the threatened necessity for shut- 
ting up shop and abandoning the City Gov- 
ernment. It is undoubtedly contem- 
plated that the city can pay off the 
employes and contractors in war- 
rants on the tax-collection, which 
shall be issued in small amounts and which, 
being receivable for taxes, will not be sub- 
jected to exorbitant digcounts. But, admit- 
ting that this will work after a fashion, then 
we must begin the next year in the same 
way, and then the year after, and each year 
the situation will grow worse and worse. In 
the meantime the city will be obliged to 
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mittee have raised it to $575,000. The 
Comptroller put the legal expenses at $10,- 
the Finance Committee have actually in- 
creased the item to $12,000, notwithstanding 
$21,000 are paid in salaries and $115,000 
appropriated for judgments. So, in the Po- 
lice Department, the is in- 
creased to $565,805, though the Comptroller 
recommended only $500,000. All this is the 
most reckless and outrageous trifling with 
the taxpayers, and the surprise is that these 
Aldermen should have the temerity to make 
such propositions under the present con- 
dition of things. 

The fact is, that, if the general tax-levy 
be $4,000,000, then the actual current ex- 
penses of the year should not exceed $2,000,- 
000, leaving $2,000,000 for accumulation as 
unexpending balances from which to begin 
the system of cash payments next year. 
This economy for two years would bring the 
city out of its troubles and enable an aban- 
donment for all time of the ‘ shaving” 
policy which has proved so damaging to all 
concerned. If, in the meantime, the city 
shall be able to get a good title to the Lake- 
Front and Dearborn Park, it may be possible 
to dispose of sufficient property to limit the 
extreme measures of economy to one year. 
But there is only this thing to do for this 
year,—expend but one-half of the entire ap- 
propriation. The other half should be set 
aside under the name of ‘‘ Contingent Fund 
or some other proper designation, with the 
understanding and agreement that it shall 
serve as an unexpended balance for next year. 
Of course such an agreement can only be 
carried out in good faith by the present Al- 
dermen and those to be elected as their suc- 
cessors. But the taxpayers are forced to 
intrust their interests to the honesty of their 
agents, just as the stockholders in any other 
corporation depend upon their officers and 
Directors. There is no help for this, and the 
solution of the difficulty in the end must turn 
upon the election of honest and competent 
men. Even this single avenue of escape 
from the most embarrassing situation that 
has ever confronted a city can and will be 
defeated by the present Council, unless it 
shall adopt the strict rule to spend this year 
only one-half of the entire appropriation, 
leaving the citizens themselves to make up 
in private co-operation any lack of street- 
lamps or police duty that may result from 
the necessary retrenchment.

Belonging to a fam- 
ily of advanced thinkers,” and being ac- 
customed to discuss familiarly the various 
doctrines of materialism, there was to her 
mind nothing abhorrent in the idea of re- 
ducing her own bones and tissues to their 
constituent elements. Mr. Prrman sympa- 
thized most heartily with her opinions. It 
was, he believed, as capable as any mathe- 
matical proposition of demonstration that 
the human body was formed by a chemical 
union of a number of primary elements. 
As they were only held together by a mys- 
terious and inexplicable vital principle, and 
were the means of expression that that prin- 
ciple had adopted, they became useless as 
soon as it had departed. Being drawn from 
the earth and the air, they must return there 
sooner or later; and better sooner than later 
since it must be so. These were the argu- 
ments with which Mr. and Mrs. Prrman 
fortified themselves when they contemplated 
cremation for each other after death. The 
same or similar arguments have been enter- 
tained widely by a large number of civilized 
and Christian people more widely, perhaps, 
than anybody is now aware of. The reason 
that they have not been more generally put 
into practice is found in the experience of 
Mr. Prruax, which is on this account valuable 
to all parties interested in the subject. In a 
conversation with a reporter, while his wife 
was still unburied and uncremated, he con- 
fessed that, while cremation had appeared 
to him in anticipation comparatively a sim- 
ple duty, he found it in fact most difficult 
to carry out. He would have aban- 
doned the scheme at the last moment 
if he had not the positive injunction of his 
wife to give him countenance and support. 
The cause of his distress was, first, that he 
shrank from the publicity which his éonduct 
involved, and, secondly, he had an affection, 
materialist though he was, for the earthly 
remains with which he had been accustomed 
to associate the spirit of his deceased wife. 

Mrs. Pirman’s body was embalmed and 
placed in the best chamber of the house, 
amid flowers. No trappings of woe were 
visible, even the customary crape being 
omitted from the door. Visitors were wel- 
comed, and Mr. Prrman was present to en- 
tertain them with conversation suitable to 
the interesting occasion. This part of the 
ceremony had not proceeded far when he 
was overtaken by doubts as to the good taste 
of the reporters who flocked in to interview 
him. The reporters had not entered into his 
calculations, but they proved afterwards to 
be the most important personages at 
the funeral, or the incineration, or whatever 
it may be called. The reporters had not the 
scruples about good taste that disturbed Mr. 
Prruax. One of them followed the body to 
the furnace, and, in the disguise of an assist- 
ant, observed the process of burning from 
the beginning to the end. All that he saw 
he reported the next day in his newspaper, 
not forgetting to boast of the fraud by which 
he had obtained admission to the room. 
The intention was,” says this interesting 
writer, to exclude all representatives of the 
press, since the subject was an estimable 
lady in private life, both a wife and a 
mother.” None of which considerations 
availed to exclude the interesting writer in 
question. Next to the vulgar publicity of 
the affair, the circumstance which caused 
most grief to Mr. Prruax was the knowledge 
that the body of one he loved, which was all 
that remained to him, was suddenly and for- 
ever destroyed. Logic and reason might 
teach him that the body was only so much 
matter, and had been changed only in form, 
not in substance ; but logic and reason could 
not make him forget that that matter had 
tender associations for him. The grave, it 
must be confessed, receives the dead more 
kindly at first and keeps them longer in the 
semblance of the living than the furnace 
does or can. 

This Cincinnati dase enforces the pres- 
ent great objection to cremation, name- 
ly: the publicity which it imvolves. So 
long as the practice is unusual, it cannot be 
free from a certain degree of supervision by 
the newspapers of the country. Common 
decency and ordinary human feeling are 
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they will continue to be furnished until the | 


public loses interest in them. The motives 
to preserve the present form of burial are 
thus doubly strong,—first, because from 
habitual association it has come to be con- 
sidered less repulsive in itself, and, second- 
ly, because it excites no comment, but com- 
pels the respect and sympathy of the world. 
The tendency of custom to form itself into 
a cake and preserve itself receives, in this 
instance, an apt illustration; for the reason 
which makes burial the common form of 
disposing of the dead operates to discredit 
cremation. The simple fact that burial is 
the common form is, other things being 
equal, a good reason why it should remain 
so. At any rate, the form must be changed, 
if at all, at the expense of considerable per- 
sonal sacrifice; and whether there are re- 
formers enough in the world to accomplish 
it for many years to come is a doubtful 
proposition. 
THE ATTITUDE OF AUSTRIA. 

In order to understand the interests of 
Austria in the present European complica- 
tions, the nature and present disposition of 
the various races which make up her popula- 
tion, her peculiar location with reference to the 
Danubian Principalities, and the importance 
of the Danube to her asa commercial highway, 
should be considered. Since 1868, Austria 
has consisted of two divisions, separated 
by the River Leitha, of which the Kingdom 
of Hungary and all east and south is known 
as the Transieithian half of the Empire, 
while all west and north of Hungary is 
called the Cisleithian half. Its population 
is principally composed of Germans, Slavs, 
and Magyars. Of these, the Slavs consti- 
tute about 43 per cent of the whole, and are 
the most numerous. ey form the bulk 
of the population of a central zone run- 
ning from the Russian boundary on 
the north and northeast, including Gallicia, 
to the southwest, including Dalmatia on the 
Adriatic. The Slavic race also constitutes 
the principal portion of the population of 
Russia, as well as of that of Roumania, Bul- 
garia, Servia, Bosnia, Herzegovina, and 
Montenegro. For many years a Panslavic 
movement has been in progress, especially 
among the Slavic population of Austria, to 
unite the Slavs in one nationality, similar 
to that of the Germans. Fear was enter- 
tained by those of Austria that they would 
be absorbed by the German or the Hungarian 
races; and with this view, especially since 
the establishment of the Cisleithian or Ger- 
man, and the Transleithian or Hungarian, 
divisions of the Empire, revolution and every 
species of disorder and intrigue which 
could disturb the existing order of things 
have been resorted to by them. The leading 
idea among them has been to unite the entire 
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‘Slavic race under the government of the 


Russian Emperor, and to this end the move- 
ment has been principally fomented by Rus- 
sia. The efforts of tho Slav population of 
Roumania, Servia, and Bosnia have hereto- 
fore been kept in check by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, which it was the policy of Austria 
to uphold by every means in its power. Being 
entirely or in part subject to Turkish con- 
trol, little fear was entertained by Austria of 
their being seriously able to participate in 
this movement. By the practical control 
which Russia gains of these principalities 
as a result of the war, it will be 
seen that the Transleithian or Hungari- 
an portion of the Austrian Empire is 
entirely surrounded and isolated by Slavic 
people, many of whom she absolutely con- 
trols, while the remainder have not only 
given her their entire sympathies, but are 
earnestly anxious to place themselves under 
her government. With the continuous dis- 
position Russia has always shown to extend 
her territory, the present status may very 
well be a cause for fear by the Austrian 
Government. 

By retaining that portion of Bessarabia 
which she was forced to give up in 1856 on 
the close of the Crimean war, Russia ob- 
tains control of the mouths of the Danube. 
Of these there are three, the Kilia, 
the Sulina, and the St. George, which 
are navigable, but of which the Sulina 
is the most practicable and most 
frequently used. Austria has only two 
means of external egress by water,— 
the one through her port of Trieste on the 
Adriatic, which is and can only be connected 
with the interior of the Empire by one rail- 
road, and the other through the Danube. 
The latter is by far the most important, and 
Austria has expended enormous sums, not 
only for the removal of obstructions from 
and the improvement of its channel, but for 
the deepening of the Sulina mouth. Prac- 
tically speaking, the Danube and its 
branches, the majority of which are naviga- 
ble, constitute the arterial system of Austria’s 
commerce. Situated as she is in the centre 
of Europe, with numerous and impracticable 
mountain ranges surrounding and subdivid- 
ing her territory, no railroad system can well 
be devised which could take its place. 
Indeed, so necessary is the river to 
Austria, as well as to the commer- 
cial interests of the other countries 
lying on its banks, that to insure the rights 
of all, and to prevent complications growing 
out of its common use, its entire freedom 
from all tolls was expressly stipulated for, 
and an International Committee for the reg- 
ulation of its mouths was appointed by the 
Treaty of Paris in 1856. The Danube is to 
Austria what the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries are to the United States, and the con- 
trol of its mouths by the Russians is viewed 
by Austria with far more dislike than would 
the possession of the mouths of the Missis- 
sippi be looked upon by our people. If 
Russia retains control of the mouths of the 
Danube, as she now expresses the intention 
of doing, she possesses the power to destroy 
the greater portion of Austrian commercial 


‘enterprise at any moment she may desire or 


deem it necessary to do so. 

But has Austria the power to free herself 
from the toils which Russia is thus slowly 
but surely weaving around her? The Aus- 
trian army at this time numbers about 260,000 
men on a peace footing. By means of her 
landwehr and reserve, it is claimed that in 
case of war she is able to put a million of 
men into the field. But this 16 doubted. 
The Hungarians are bitterly opposed to Rus- 
sia, and in a war between Austria and Russia 
would join their regiments with the utmost 
alacrity. The Slavs, on the other hand, 
not only are in sympathy with Russia, 


in awar against Russia the Austrian Govern- 
ment could not rely upon obtaining the serv- 
ices of any considerable number of them. 
The German portion of the population are in 
full sympathy with Prussia, and in such a 
war would be largely swayed by Prussian in- 
fluence. At this time, and for such a pur- 


the war, and even until the fall of Plevna, 
interference by Austria would probably have 
brought about a different result from that 
which the Russians have accomplished. But 
by her timid and procrastinating policy the 
opportunity has passed, and Austria is now 
powerless to oppose Russia either by arms 
or diplomacy. 
— 
WHAT SCIENCE MUST NOT TEACH. 
Science is becoming popular, almost fashion- 
able. It is the mode with a large andrapidly- 
growing class. There are signs of the same 
excesses in this new style that usually mark 
the rise and precede the fall of popular fa- 
vorites. We are threatened with cant of sci- 
ence, dogmatism of science, even a religion 
of science. In their enthusiasm for the 
modern method, the ardent young devotees 
of science are ready are ready to pull down 
about society its religions and the churches 
in which the religions have their points of 
support, and give us, in their stead, science 
to be omniscient, omnipotent, omnipresent. 
For the fetish of superstition they set up 
the fetish of science. The mysteries 
of the origin of life, of soul, of the spaniess 
abyss of the past, the viewless fature, which 
religion, with its fables of Genesis and Ge- 
henna, has failed to make clear to them, 
must yield to the universal solvent of sci- 
ence. Science cen tell usall. The theories 
of evolution, protoplasm, and the protoplastic 
soul unfold every mystery of the universe, 
from the nebulous period down to the em- 
barrassments of modern politics. To the 
average scientific. writer of to-day there is no 
longer any mystery. Hoxuzr lays before us 
an imperfect record of three, four, and five- 
toed fossils, alleged to have been the ances- 
tors of the present horse, and tells us that 
the doctrine of evolution stands upon as firm 
a demonstration as the Copernican theory 
when it was first promulgated. If, he as- 
serts in his American Addresses, it is not 
pioved, there is no such thing as 
proof by induction. Hazoxsgt, in his His 
tory of Creation, is able to announce that 
the mystery of man’s relations to the world, 
and indeed to all things, is settled by the 
discovery of his animal origin. These utter- 
ances of the leaders could be paralleled and 
outmatched by those of scores of followers. 
Darwinism appears in shapes unrecognizable 
by the great Daa w] m, who may truly say he 
is nota Darwinian. If science has already 
achieved all these discoveries, its professors 
are right to teach them and insist upon 
them. But there is the highest scientific 
authority for saying that these things have 
not been found out, and that science must 
not teach them. Prof. Vmonow, of the 
University of Berlin, marches in the very 
front rank of the scientific men of 
the world. He teaches teachers, He 
prepares for the literary middle-men of 
science the material which they distribute in 
books and lectures. He is to-day the highest 
living authority on the origin of man, so far 
as anything is known about it. At the last 
conference of German naturalists, at Munich, 
Prof. Vincnow read a remarkable paper, en- 
titled the Freedom of Science in the Modern 
State, in which he reduced the pretensions 
of science to its actual achievements, and 
warned scientific men of the limitations they 
must recognize in the work they had done. 
Haxrcxe.’s theory of the protoplastic soul, 
which is assumed as the origin of all ideas 
concerning spiritual being, he does not deny, 
but, with the true scientific spirit, says : Until 
the long series of scientific inquiry necessary 
to prove it has been successfully conducted, do 
not teach it. The doctrine of spontaneous 
generation, which is older than history, and 
is now taken up again in order to extend the 
evolution theory so that it may join the in- 
organic to the organic world in one har- 
monious generalization of development, he 
does not reject. But the proofs, he says, 
are still wanting, and science has time to 
wait for proof. He confesses that scientific 
men know nothing about the connection of 
the organic and the inorganic, and, whatever 
the theories and speculations of science may 
be, them it must not teach. A body of 
scientific men, of whom none is better known 
than the eminent Dr. Wax B. Carren- 
Tes, author of ‘‘ Mental Physiology,” have 
been teaching a physical basis for the opera- 
tions of the mind. Vmonow does not deny 
that we may at some time bring psychical 
processes into an immediate connection with 
physical. But this he declares to be not yet 
a doctrine of science, but a problem of 
science, and, so far, an insoluble problem. 
Search for it, but do not teach it. When 
Dr. Vncnow reaches his great specialty, the 
origin of man, his remarks become intensely 
interesting. Frankly avowing his sympathy 
with the opinion, now almost universal 
among students of nature, that man stands 
in some connection with the rest of the 
animal kingdom, if not with the ape, he as 
frankly declares himself bound to admit that 
every positive advance made in prehistoric 
anthropology has removed us further from 
the proof of any such connection. When we 
study the fossil men of the remotest ages 
we always finda man just such as men are 
now. The old troglodytes, the pile-vil- 
lagers, the bog-people, were very re- 
spectable folks, and have heads that 
many living people would be happy 
to carry on their own shoulders. There 
is a complete absence of any fossil evi- 
dence of a lower order of men than now 
exists, or of any connection between man 
and any other vertebrate animal, whether 
ape or ass. Vncnow even declares that, if 
we compare the fossil men with those of 
the present day, there will be found among 
the living a much greater proportion of in- 
ferior specimens than among the fossils. 
Hence, however science may favor the hy- 
of thé animal descent, or rather 
ascent, of mah, it must not teach it. What, 
then, shall. science teach? Only actual 
knowledge. Scientific men must not put 
their mere suppositions into the heads of 
men—least of all into the heads of teachers. 
State hypotheses as hypotheses, problems as 
problems. Scientific men can afford to be 
open and honest. If they communicate to 
the world that they are to set sail 
to discover India, it does not hurt them if 
they discover not India but America, Scian- 
tific men must teach only what each can cer- 
tify to in his own department to be truth 
ascertained and common to all. When they 
go beyond this they must say: Observe that 
this is not proved, but is my opinion, my

made in regard to civil immunity was that the 
distiliers should get such civil immunity from 
the Government as they could; that, if the 
Government chose so to do, it would proceed to 
obtain a forfeiture of the property, the distil- 
lers agreeing to abide by what the Government 
chose to do. The Government had chosen to 
go ahead in the civil prosecutions, and there- 
lore there was no ground for this application. 
BURTON M. FORD

Witness then examined the — 
and reported the results to Dexter, who sai 
they were very satistactory, and expressed a 
desire to go ahead and take their testimony in 
full. Witnéss insisted that, as some 
of these “short-hand writers were a little 
weak and morally shaky [langhter|, the man 
whojtook the testimony m .st be one who could 
be trusted, because the unaerstanding was that 
if the arrangements didn’t go through the tes- 
timony was never to be made public. It was 

that Dexter’s voung man, Allen, 
should take their testimony, Dexter vouching for 
his honesty. Witness remembered the subse- 
quent judgments, which were contrary to the 
agreement as he understood it,—absolute civil 
and criminal immunity. Sbortly afterwards the 
Pierpont letter was published, and witness went 
to see Bangs about this apparent repudiation of 
the arrangement.

What he and the 
other distillers could reveal, however, was 
so important that Col. Matthews was sent to 
Washington to lay matters before the authori- 
ties. He came back and reported that the au- 
thorities would not accept it, because the terms 
were extravagant and unreasonable. Then the 
meeting at Dexter’s office was held, and the 
proposition which the Government counsel made 
was, that, if the whisky men made full and com- 
plete statements of what they knew, counsel 
would consent to aliow them to plead guilty 
to some one good count, but that they must 
withdraw their pleas in the civil prosecutions 
„ and allow judgment to de taken 
by the Government. If, after the criminal 
prosecutions were over, Government coun- 
sel were satisfied that the indicted 
had acted in good faith and told the truth, the 
District Attorney would not call them up for 
sentence on these indictments, and no further 
proceedings would be had in the criminal! suits. 
The whisky men were anxious for further as- 
surances. [hey were willing to withdraw their 
leas in the civil suits provided there should 
no execution of the judgments until they 
should have an opportunity to go to Washing- 
ton and see if they could get them dismissed 
or obtain other reliei. There was a good 
deal of talk about assessments 
recently levied, and Col. Matthews 
was to recommend that their collection be 
suspended until alter the criminal trials were 
over. The whisky men were to have an oppor- 
tunity to get entire relief from Washington if 
they could, and the matter was referred to the 
authorities there. 80 far as witness had any 
knowle ige, these were the oaly terms on whica 
the distiliers agreed to, and did, testify. 

Mr. Ayer’s attention was called to the Pier- 
pont letter, criticising the action of Government 
counsel, and witness read a letser which he drew 
up for Judge Bangs, giving that official a full 
account of all that had been done in 
the way of making arrangements with the 
distillers. The letter contained no other terms 
ou which the whisky men’s testimony was to be 
received than those mentioned above, and closed 
with the statement that, in the writer’s opinion, 
this was the only mode of proceeding which 
could accomplish any decisive results. Before 
giving this letter to Judge Bangs, wituess took 
it to Mr. Swett, who assented to it. 

A long cross-cxamination failed to shake Mr. 
Ayer’s position. Considerable attention was 
paid to tne letter in which he joined with others 
in recommending a pardon for Roelle, Junker & 
Co., and be readily admitted that they 
had been very useful to the Govern- 
ment, that he thought the Government 
ought to let up on them, and that he 
therefore joined in the recommendation—not 
because the argument contemplated full civil 
and criminal immunity, but because, inde- 
pendently of that agreement, he thought that, 
alter they had paid the Government 600, 000, 
the Government should let up on them.

Those who exposed its „ however, 
had no other theory to offer except 
that of spontaneous combustion arising from 
the overheating of the leaf tobacco and stems 
near the head of the stairs. The ceiling and 
walls were badly scorched, the ends of about 
sixtv cases burned, and the tobacco contained 
therein pretey badly smoked and deluged with 
water. The value of the stock on this floor was 
estimated by Mr. Cohn as worth from $38,000 
to $10,000. he second fluor, at present also 
used as a factory, as well as a salesroom 
and office, contained a few eases of tobacco in 
the midale apartment, which received no other 
damage than a rather plentiful wetting before 
the vage could see them, and know 
that their value made thém proper subjects for 
the tarpaulins.

JOHN SPLAN’S FLYERS. 

A reporter of the Cleveland Post recently paid a 
visit to John Splan's stables at the Cleveland 
track, and collected the following interesting in- 
formation concerning the horses in his charge: 

„ How many horses have you in charge, Mr. 
Splan? Mr. John Splan thought for a few sec- 
onds and replied, ‘‘ Sixteen.” And they are 
worth, altogether?’ Well. Lwould prefer not 
to say just bow much they are all valued at; in 
fact, some of them have not been priced, but from 
the figures which you have obtained you can make 
an estimate.” The reporter took out his pencil 
and went to work, using values that bad previously 
been given him by Mr. Splan and other parties, 
and in several cases putting in hie own figures, 
where the horsemen had declined to price the 
animals. When he had concluded the list stood 
as follows:

Mr. Splan did not care to state whether the total 
amount was too high or too low, but the figures 
were afterward submitted to other competent horse- 
men, who said that it was perhaps as nearly cor- 
rect as could be obtained. The value of fine trot- 
ters varied so much, according to their perform- 
ances, that it was often difficult to get horse-own- 
ers to fix a price. The point of interest in the 
matter, however, is the fact that all of these fa- 
mous horses are being wintered near Cleveland 
and that they are in the hands of a man who ranked 
equal to any driver on the turf last season, and su- 

rior to many who had won previous fame. 

Let the reader inspect John Spian as critic ally 
as he would examine one of his celebrated trot- 
ters. He is a young man—probably 28 or 30 years 
old—of medium height, weighing about 150 
pounds. His complexion is dark, his hair and 
rather slight mustache black. Splau's eyes can 
be soft and tender, or fierce and unswerving in their 
determination, and these orbs seem to work in 
unison with his hands when he is called on to tame 
an atiusaally fiery steed. But the horses in his 
care soon learn to know him and love him, and 
there is usually little need for more than a few 
words and the skiliful use of the lines in per- 
guading them to follow his bidding. Splan is neat- 
by dressed in a dark suit of clotnes, having a biue 
gennel shirt, somewhat after the style of a fire- 
man. Hie wife, whom he address as Splan, is 
pretty petite lady, who immediately wins the 
friendship of all who meet her. 

** * Let us take a look at Rarus first,’ remarked 
Mr. Splan, and soon there was a party of gentle- 
men in the winter stable of the 000 horse, 
which is located on what has heretofore been 
known as H. O. Price & Co. 's Club- Hogse grounds, 
near the Cleveland Club track in Gleffville. Who 
is there among loversfof horse-flesh who has not 
beard of Rarus? He is @ 10-yeare-old bay gelding, 
from Conklin's Abdallah. owned by Me R. f. 
Conkling, of Greenport, I. Last winter his 
owner refused $35,000 for him, and, ashe has 
been the hero of many exploits since, it is not an 
exaggeration to put his value at the enormous 
figure of $40,000, as given above. It was mainly* 
as the driver of Rarus that John Splan achieved 
bis present prestige as a driver and hence manager, 
After having driven Kansas Chief three years 
since, and afterward other horses of note, Splan 
toon Karas through an entire season with- 
out 1 a single race, except 
contest with May Queen on the 
land track, two years ago last 

t season Rarus’ performances 
still more gratifying, beating such horses as Gold- 
smith Maid, Judge Fullerton, Smuggler. Lulu, and

Like Holton, 
he is rather an undersized animal, but speedy as 
the wind, and as game & horse as ever looked 
through a bridle. 

Among the other notable ones in the list are 
Powers, who was forced by Voltaire to trot in 2:24 
before the June races were over, and who sub- 
sequently got there in 2:21% at the finish ofa 
hard-fought race; Voltaire, the Hartford stallion 
who never lost a race, and who was the only horse 
able to beat Powers every time the pair came to- 
gether; the black 5-year-old, Midnight, that won 
two heate in the 2:30 race at the Cleveland meet- 
ing in 2:22%, but was forced to give up the battle 
to the more stout-hearted Jennie Holton; Sheri- 
dan, the good son of Edward Everett, that, under 
the skilifal nandiing of Dan Mace, won fully his 
share of the parses, and acquired a record of 2:23; 
Protine, the Kentucky mare that was unfortunate 
enough to be overma‘ched in all her colt races of 
two and three years ago, out who redeemed herself 
nobly last season; Hiram Woodraff, a fast son of 
Phil Sheridan, and half-brother to Adelaide; Andy 
Mershon, a Kentuckian that came out late in the 
season and began trotting three-minute races in 
2:25 or thereabouts; the four-year-old Galatia, 
with her record of 2:25%; the four-year-vid Al- 
mont mare Katie Jackson, whose record of 2:25% 
does not represent her speed by at least scven sec- 
onds; the Illinois horse Jacksonville Boy, the only 
one that was ableto defeat the Chicago stallion 
Monroe Chief last season; Forest King, the Maine 
horse that overtnrew the Western ringers, Janes- 
ville and Billy O'Neill, at the Boston meeting last 
fall; Elaine. the mare purchased for over $7,000 
by Gov. Stanford, of California, in her two-year- 
old form, and that has a three-year-old record of 
2:28, equaled only by that of Red Jim, a Ken- 
tucky-bred colt. 

These are the more notable of the half hundre@ 
green horses that made tne season of 1877 . 
memorable one in Americanturfannals. Whether 
their showing will be eclipsed during the coming 
pampelen, remains to be seen, The list is as fol- 
ows:

JOSEPH COOK. 


Mrs. Doggett Exchanges a Few Words with 
Prof. Swing, of The Alliance,” Who De- 
fended Mr. Cook of Plagiarism—Mr. Wili- 
iams, of Boston, Also Rushes in to Defend 
Mr. Cook. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 16.—My attention has been 
called to an editorial in the Alkane of Feb. 2, 
entitled, Is Joseph Cook a Plagiarist?”’ 

Surprise is expressed that “the burden of 
such a great discovery should have fallen upon 
a lady held in so high esteem as Mrs. Doggett.” 
Can any one tell why the “esteem” in which 
a person is held should hinder that person’s 
* discovering ” that what she read in one place 
she had before read in another? 

But, according to the Allianee, “careful 
analysis reveals the fact that none but a lady of 
leisure could have discovered it,’’—the plagiar- 
ism,—and “sbe is advised to leave such work to 
men,“ they alone having “caliber” (I dislike 
that spelling almost as much as I do Mes) enough 
to carry such weighty matters. 

It may be quite true that only a woman of 
leisure would take the trouble to copy two 
authors, or two versions of the same author; 
men of leisure, especially they of the minis- 
terial class, content themselves with copying 
once, and win fame and money thereby. 

The editorial of the Alliance is characteristic 
in several respects,—has the true flavor of the 
class ministerial. The “first fact” of the 
Altan is also a truth. Mr. Cook” did de- 
liver a lecture on ‘Hereditary Descent,’” and 
Mr. Galton did write a book on ‘Hereditary 
Genius. 

The “second fact opens with: in Mr. 
Cook’s lecture are several! sentences that contain 
language similar to that used by Galton, and ix 
a very few sentences the very same words.“ The 
beginning of the article says: “In two fall 
columns of Taz Tano she ‘has placed side 
by side the utterances of the Boston orator and 
those of Galton;” atjthe end of “second fact” 
a charge of m must rest upon grounds 
more su than a “mere sentence /”” 

The accompanving illustration ove from 
which it might be discourteous to draw an in- 
ference: “An esteemed Chicago clergyman, 
now nearly in his dotage, confesses. io have 
once preached a sermon containing substantially 
the same ideas and facts as a sermon that he 
had read long before and forgotten! Once,“ 
‘substantially,’ long before,“ „forgotten. 
Said I not the editorial was characteristic! 

“Third fact“: “She must bear in mind that 
facts are things, and are as much Mr. Cook's 
property as Mr. ton’s.”’ 

That morality was learned in the schools 
which produced Handy Andy; ido not mean 
the hero of the witty Irish novel, but the adroit 
thief who believed that such facts as jewels and 
laces were as much his as aunybody's. 

Ask scientific men if facts are as mach one 
person’s as another’s. Not one scientist who 
merits the name uses a fact without credit to 
its discoverer: not one honest writer uses the 
statements of others without credit therefor. 
Thev are as scrupulous in this respect as the 
discoverers of new lands, who, if English, do 
not set up a Dutch flag over their find, or those 
who sweep the spaces of the sky, who do not 
call a comet, discovered by Brown, Smith’s. 

But scientific men and the class ministerial 
pot occupy a common plane. 

„ There are some sayings so evident to 
scholars that it is unnecessary to mention their 
origin.“ 

Doubtless; but such “ sayings” are not o 
the nature of the facts so carefully set forth b 
Galton. 

The article of the Adiance closes with these 
words: Mr. Cook is evidently a sincere and 
honest gentlemau.“ Sincere and hovest! No 
wonder the pews furnish Gilmans and Spencers 
when the the desk upbolds such sincerity and 
honestv. 

Mr. Doggett merely set statements side by 
side; others have characterized “the Boston 
orator “ most felicitously Dr. Fuiton—the theo- 
logical wind-bag. 

The editor of Scribner, reviewing the lectures 
which makes up one of Mr. Cook’s volumes, 
gays: The style of these lectures, with the 
constant recurrence of mixed metaphors, of in- 
accurate English, of s conceits, 
of rhetorical flourishes, of dogmatic self- 
assertion, does certainly present many tempting 
opportunities for sharp criticism, even for 
well-merited ridicule.” Much may be par- 
doned to the lecturer who without notes, 
but when the orator himself revises his oratory, 
he forfeits ali claim to consideration on that 
score.” It is almost incredible that an ivtelli- 
gent Boston audience, one which, upon Mr. 
Cook’s anthority, bad as many brains iu it as 
any audience in America,’ co have tolerated 
much that these lectures contain.

AN EVENING IN A HAREM.

It one could only be transported without in- 
termediate scenes from the Western World, 
with its modern conveniences and newness, to 
Cairo, this strange old Biblical city, uncomfort- 
abie and dirty, but O so picturesque! 

The domes and minarets are shimmering in 
the noontide heat, the tawny sands stretch out 
on every side basking in the fierce, passionate 

ays, and the tide, which pore voluptuous Cleo- 
patra on its bosom, rolls on to the sca, 
mysteries, now as then, of love and hate, life 
and death; and on this slumbrous afternoon, 
with the white glare shut out and the divans 
about the room dim in the dreamy half-light, 
with a sherbet beside me, and a porous earthen 
jar in which the water cools in propor- 
tion to the beat outside, I Mie 
back, and fancy paints the Khedive’s harem, 
and lingers with fascinated horror upon «a 
story told us by a governess of the palaee; how 
one day two giris were missed and never seen 
again, while rumors had been heard of long, 
narrow linen bags being dropped into the river 
at the darkest hour of the night, to sink, with 
211 like dead weights to the 
sands beveath. Yea, even in this nineteenth 
ceotury such things occur; the romance of the 
past, sad enough to live, is still enacted here, 
amd dark, liquid-eved women meet their blood- 
curdiing deaths for aliowing their passionate 
mouths to be uncovered for an Instant, for the 
wave of the hand, or an involu sigh—in- 
deed, any of the thousand nothings which our 
women lavish m an evening with thoughtless | 
gayety on one and all. 
can picture the harem with great distinct- 
ness, for an Unusual sight was fortunately 
ted us d the winter, a glimpse of the 
uterior seldom obtained by foreigners, and one 
which in its gorgeous coloring and odd antiq- 
uity will never be forgotten. . 
Consul-Generai kindly passed on to us 
the invitations he had received to the wedding 
of one of the Khedive’s daughters, and, while 
he attended the celebration of the bridegroom’s 
marriage, we were to be present at that of t 
bride,—a rather incomprehensible statement ex- 
cept as one understands that in Egypt husband 
and wife do not see each other until they meet 
in the bridal-chamber after the wedding festiv- 
ities are past. In this case they were to con-. 
tinne eight days, and preparations had been 
made a lavish gnificence which excited 
our anticipations to fabulous heights. 

The night of the wedding we entered our 
carriage about half-past 9, and through the 
narrow, dim streets, where men slept in 
the balmy air before their booths to guard 
the treasures within, and where the sound 
of gamblers’ coins and our wheels were the only 
ones to be beard, we drove to the palace. After 
entering court within court. each sombre and 
chill, with few windows, and those 28 
grated, we were assisted from our carriage and 
escorted through several ante-chambers by a 
gorgeously-arrayed, portly eunuch, who, with 
agrand sweep, drew aside the embroidered 
silken hangings of an archway at the end of a 
suite of apartments, and we found ourselves at 
the entrance of an immense reception-room, 
crowded with dark-eyed womenin every style 
of dress. from that of the extreme Orient to the 
ordinary full ball dress of a French lady. Just 
within the archway stood our bostess, one of 
the Princesses, robed right regally, and whose 
band we kissed, I fear, with true democratic 
awkwardness. 

After this little ceremony we betook ourseives 
to the friendly obscurity of a draperied recess, 
and unnoticed were able to think only of the 
strange and most interesting scene. 

Imagine 400 or 500 women ip their richest 
dress, and not a man among them,—a ball-room 
without a cavalier, a flower-bed without a leaf.

Each publication entitled to registration 
shall have printed on each issue a notification to 
that effect. News agents are granted the privi- 
le of this section. 
nrézistered mail matter of this class shall be 
subjected to a rate of postage of one cent for each 
two ounces. Sec. 7 provides that the certificate of 
registration shall be revoked by the Postmaster 
should the publication change its character so as to 
be no longer within the conditions provided.

MR. PAXTON SPEAKS. 

The regular Saturday night public meeting of the

He would not come out square on the 
temperance side, nor could they expect him to; 
but he evidently saw the difficulty he was getting 
into, andsaid the e could go for the low 
dives, —the low Irish, English, and American sa- 
loons, —but they must let the respectable German 
saloons alone.

PAT TIERNEY. 
THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

Deputy-Coroner Korn yesterday held an inquest 
upon Patrick Tierney, who died at the Bethel 
Home Friday night. It had been claimed that his 
death was caused by a blow or blows inflicted by 
John Kelley, cook of the establishment, and cons e- 
quently the post-mortem examination was made 
minute and accurate. 

Dr. A. Geiger, County Physician, made the post - 
mortem examination, and repotted. He found 
the lunga slightly congestive. The heart was 
sound, and the stomach inflamed. On the left 
side of the head was found a wound about an inch 
wide, apparently caused by a fall. On the right side 
of the head was found considerable extravasated 
blood. The cause of death was concussion of the 
brain, caused by a fall or by violence. He saw no 
other marks of violence save upon the skull. 

Dr. C. J. Adams, of No. West Maduson 
street, swore to having attended deceased at 5:30 
Thureday morning. e found him in the base- 
ment of the Bethel Home, breathing fast and 
almost pulseless. He was clammy and uncon- 
scious. He raised him to a mattress, and exam- 
ined his wounds; there a d to be no fracture, 
dut there was every evidence of concussion. Gave 
him remedies immediately, but told them the man 
would die. After the second hour he rallied, and 
the moisture on the body gave way to warmth. 
Saw him four or five times the day. the 
last time at 9:30, them there 
was not the slightest hope for his recovery. The 
wound might have been produced bya fall; there 
were no marks of violence on the body, and none 
were yisible about the back.

The 
Book of Daniel, which has always formed so 
large a figure in the estimation of prophecy- 
mongers, is held by Dr. Smith to be of very in- 
significant importance, and is denied a place in 
the list of prophetical books. The Doctor says 
he finds no place for it in his treatment of the 
prophetical writings,’’ and therefore relegates it 
to the same category with the “apocalyptic 
books of post-canonical Judaism.’’ 


Prophecy is defined to be ‘‘simply the bright- 
est efflorescence of the lay element in religion.“ 
Prof. Smith further asserts that there is no 
reason to think that a prophet ever received a 
revelation which was not spoken directly and 
pointediy to his time.“ The prophecies all 
took their rise from preseut historical situa- 
tions, and were directly related to the 
present needs and sins of the people; They 
were never intended as portents of distant fu- 
ture events in the history of the world, but 
had direct and immediate reference to such 
events as were likely to be the outgrowth of the 
political and religious compiications of Israel, 
The prophets were too largely engrossed With 
their present concerns, and too much interested 
in the fortunes of their own people, to waste 
their time in airy dreams and idle speculations 
about. distant historic events. 
of the Old Testatment are no more remarkable 
for human foresight and clearuess of mental 
vision in relation to the events predicted than 
many secular prophecies which migat be enum- 
erated. Arthur Young foretold the coming of 
the French Kevolution, as also did Lord Ches- 
terfield. William Cobbett, at the beginning of 
the present century, predicted the 9 of 
the Southern States. Heine, a nofrious 
profiigate and calumniator, predicted that Ger- 
many would become involved in cruel war, aud 
that France would be completely overthrown. 
He even foretold that the fortifications which 
M. Thiers was then constructing about Paris 
would attract to the city an opposing army that 
should Crush the Capital as if they were con- 
tracting aniron shroud.’’ No special inspira- 
tion was ever claimed for these secular prophets, 
and yet their predictions were fulfilled to the 
very letter, which is more than can be truthfully 
said of many of the Old Testament prophe- 
cies. All the passages in the New Testa- 
ment quoted from the Old, and called 
predictions concerning Jesus Christ. are found 
upon intelligent and critical examination, to 
have been ignorantly misapplied by the writers 
of the Gospels. Manyof these so-called“ proph- 
ecies concerning Christ“ may be readily in- 
terpreted in the light of Old-Testament history, 
and are thus shown to refer to persons and 
events then and there existent; and the remain- 
ing prophecies which cannot be thus explained 
are so entirely foreign in their import to any- 
thing like the person or mission of Jesus as to 

ositively forbid of their being applied to Curist 

n any sense whatever. The gift of prophecy, in 

a large sense, is not bound by time, place, or 
race; it is a native quality of the human mind, 
and is as natural in its expression as the blow- 
ing clover and the falling rain. Its exercise is 
not conditional upon any special divine afflatus 
or supernatural paroxysm, for its potency is in- 
herent in the human soul, and uot itaposed 
from without. The spirit of prophecy is a liv- 
ing fountain of the present, and not a dried-up 
well of the past; it may be seen through the 
vista of the ages coming down the stream of 
time, ever pressing onward with a grander 
movement and a mightier sweep. It did Bot 
die with the expiriug breath of the malignant 
writer of Revelation, but has pérsisted through 
the ages, and has set in regal form upon the 
kingly brows of mightier men and nobler seers 
than this upgracious wretch. God's revelation 
was not concluded eighteen centuries ago, and 
then bound up ina book, to be used as a relig- 
ious ready reckoner. The revelation of God is 
progressive in its development—is an ever- 
present fact and potency ; and, as time rolls on, it 
more and more inspires the souls of men with 
God’s most sacred truth. The genius of 
inspiration still touches with her magic 
wand the souls of living men; evokes 
therefrom the poet’s high-wrought dream, tue 
prophet’s flaming word, and works them out in 
real tacts to fit God's miguty Plan, and spread 
o’er all the earth a knowledge of the Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood of Man. 

But we return toafurther consideration of 
the Old Testament, and find that modern schol- 
arship has discovered that the original text has 
undergone important changes. For a long time 
the written text was consonantal only; there 
was no provision for distinguishing vowels; the 
laws of spelling were not definitely fixed, and 
there was a close resemblance in many of the 
words; all of which made it inevitable that er- 
rors and variations from the original should 
creep into the text in the work of copying MS. 
Marks were finally inveotgd, after the Christian 
era, to distinguish the Vowels. These vowel 
points were unknown inthe time of Jerome, 
put were completed some time previous to the 
ninth century, 

The religious ideas @¢mbodied in the Old Tes- 


. tament are seen to have been subject to the 


same laws of deveiopment which obtain in other 
departments of thought. They were at first 
exceedingly crude and unspiritual, and repre- 
sented a God whose favor couiu ve secured in- 
dependent of moral considerations. But they 
began to advante under the law of evotution, 
and continued in their progressive development 
until the time of Ezra, when they ' issued in 
conclusive victory over the grosser conceptions 
of the Deity which had prevailed. The sacred 
ordinances of the Old (Covenant were 
not fixed, but were subjeet to variations 
through successive ages, and advanced trom a 
crude and undeveloped to a more spiritual and 
perfect form. During the period of the prophets 
there was no doctrine ef finality with regard 
either to tne ritual law of religious ideas 
and doctrines. The priests were probably in 
possession of “ written legal documents“ from 
the time of Moses duwnward; but these legal 
ordiuances were irequentiy modified, and re- 
ceived pew accessions (as in the case of the book 
ot the law found in the time of Josiah) emovody- 
ing fresh legal enactments to Inect the new and 
varied wants incident upon the progressive 
spiritual development of the people. The time 
of Ezra marks the close of the prophetic devel- 
opment, and the formation of the Old Testa- 
ment Canon. Ezra appears before tue people, 
not as a ohoohet whose soul is charged with a 
fresh message from God, but as ascribe bearing 
the book of the law of Muses. 
says that this book was the Pentateuch, and 
that its acceptance by Israel as the rule of the 
theocracy’? was au acknowledgment that their 
‘religious ordinances’ had reached the clinfax 
of aevelopment, and were hencefurth to be sub- 
stituted as the standard of auchority in place 
of the living guidance of the prophetic voice.“ 

Coming down to the New Testament. Dr. 
Smith says that all the earliest external evi- 
dence points to the condlusion that the 
syuoptical Gospels are nonfapostolie digests 
of spoken and written ‘apostolic tradi- 
tion, and that the arrangement of the 
earlier material in orderly form took 
place only gradually, and by many essays. 
The frequent similarity of expression in the 
first.three Gospels indicates that they all have 
some sources in common, and that they are 
not the independent and isolated production of 
each writer, as is commonly supposed. The 
geuuineness of 2 Peter is questioned, as is 
also the Pauline authorship of 1 Timothy and 
Hebrews, the latter of which is attributed to 
Appolios or Barnabas. The didesteopies of the 
New Testament writings were written in uncial 
or large capital letters, without any division of 
words or punctaation, with no breathings nor 
accents, and without even any titles or subscrip- 
tions. The system of punctuation now in 
vogue was first used in printed books, and the 
preathings and acce nts were not in general 
use until the eud of the seventh century. The 
Gospels were first divided into small sections by 
Ammonius of Alexandria (20 A. D.). In the 
fifth eentury there was another division of the 
text into larger sections. t present chapters 
were invented by Cardinal Hugo in the thir- 


teenth century, and the present system of verses ,

A GERMAN MIRACLE. 
THE VIRGIN MARY AND INFANT JESUS SEEN BY 
THREE CHILDREN. 
Correspondence London Times. 

BERLIN, Jan. 17.— The Ultramontane party 
have had the courage to make the Marpingen 
miracle the subject of Parliamentary debate. 
On the 8d of July, 1876, it may be remembered, 
three little in the Village of Marpingen, 
Prussian Rhinefand, said they had seen the 
Virgin, with the infant Jesus, sitting on the 
ground in a neighboring wood. The day fol- 
lowing, after another walk in the forest, the 
three girls asserted they had been again visited 
by the’ celestial apparition. On this occasion 
one of the little girls, about 7 years old, ventar- 
ing to ask who the lady was, the latter graciously 
replied, I am she who has been conceived 
without sin, and you should pray and pray for- 
ever.“ This occurred on July 4. On July 5 the 
children once more proceeded to the wonderful 
spot, when, the apparition being likewise pres- 
ent, they had

with the condescending figure. The children 
having told their story in the village the pre- 
ceding day, this time were accompanied bya 
=) number of the peasantry of all sexes and 
agel. The crowd reverentially stood at a dis- 
tance from the hallowed spot, the apparition 
being visible and fudible to the three little girls 
only. The apparition, in the lengthy conversa- 
tion it held with the children in the presence, 
though without the knowledge, of the devout 
multitude, accounted for the temporary 
pon-operation of the ordinary laws of 
nature by the remark that the three little inter- 
viewers were the only ianocent persons in the 
wood. The apparition, who allowed itself to be 
cross-examined by the children, in a latter part 
of the proceedings, declined to see any of the 
neighboring priests, whom the children pro- 
posed to call, but ordered achapel to be built 
on the spos from the proceeds of a public sub- 
scription. Finally, the apparition, in reply to 
the express inquiry made by her precocious in- 
terrogators, permitted an invalid to be conveyed 
to the wood to touc& her feet and be heaicd. 
The invalid was produced, laid his bands where 
the children told him they saw the Virgin’s 
feet, and forthwith went on his way rejoicing, 
acured man restored to perfect health and 
strength. After this satisfactory test the mira- 
cle was regarded as an incontrovertible fact. 
On July 6

remained in the wood the whole night, praying, 
chanting, and exhorting each other to await the 
reappearance of the heavenly personage. That 
night three persons,—one man and two females, 
—declared they saw the Virgin amid the trees. 
The chance of obtaining this supreme reward 
fanned the zeal of devotces, who flocked to the 
hallowed spot from far and near. For a while 
all went well. The three little girls were con- 
stautly kept iu the grounds to place the hands 
of invalids on the invisible Virgin’s feet, aud 
numerous cures were wrought by that benignant 
Being. After a few days, to extend the benefit 
of the miracle to those who could not 
put in a personal appearance, the three 
little girls pronounced the water of 
a neighboring spring specially ap- 
pointed by their lady saint to restore absent in- 
valids. This announcement confidently en- 
hanced the gratifying nature of the miracle, and 
there was much praying in the wood and no lit- 
tle reveling in the adjacent villages. At last 
the secular authorities interfered. The Virgin 
having uufortunately selected for her first ap- 
earapce the day on which the new chapel was 
vaugurated at Lourdes,—the same Lourdes 
which had become the centre of the guerre de 
revanche movement in France,—it was probably 
apprehended that the alleged miracle might be 
turned to account by the domestic enemies of 
the German Government. Accordingly, on quly 
13, the Burgomaster of Marpiugeu ordered the 

vultitude to leave the wood, and, being set at 

éefizuce, had the grounds 

CLEARED BY THE MILITARY. 

The people offered little or no resistance. The 
wood was thenceforth guarded by the police, 
and a military garrison quartered on the village, 
which had made amint of money in the pros- 
perous days of the revival. The three little 
girls and a rural priest were subsequently ar- 
rested on suspicion offfreligious fraud. There 
being no absolute evidence forthcoming to prove 
the charge, the prisoners had to be set at liberty, 
but the case is pot at ap end, and a formal ac- 
cusation may still be lodged by the Public 
Prosecutor. The girls, when examined in the 
Reformatory where they were detained, stoutly 
denied having been taught their story by priest 
or parent. Since then the movemeat has 
abated. Entrance to the wood is still 
prohibited, but processions go out to 
the miraculous brook, which, crossing the 
highroad, cannot be rendered inacces- 
sible. The military measures adopted cost the 
Village of Marpingen 4200. To censure this 
exaction Was the proiessed object of a motion 
introduced a few days ago into the Prussian 
Parliament by Ultramontane members. 

Herr Bachem, from Cologne, in yesterday’s 
sitting of the Lower House, opened the attack 
bv representing the action of the authorities as 
extremely reprehensible, even if convinced that 
the alleged miracle was an illusion or a fraud. 
The multitude, he contended, believed in the 
reality of the apvarition, and

in any circumstances. His speech was accom- 
— by peals of derisive laugbter from the 

iberal benches. 

Dr. Friedenthal, the Acting Minister of the 
interior, rose to reply. IIe said: 

lie was prepared to defend the action of the 
police, there being plenty of prima tacie evidence 
to show that the Marpingen mirucle was a fraud. 
The alleged miracie happened in a district strongly 
infected by the Ultramontane movement, and pre- 
viously productive of similar apparitions that had 
atiraéted the notice of the law. Early in 1875 a 
Woman began to work wmiracies at Eppelborn, 
close to Marpingen, under the patronage of the 
local priest. She was convicted of fraud and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. The same woman and 
the local priest who assisted her were subsequent- 
ly again convicted of fraud, false pretenses, and 
gross immoraiitv. The Marpingen miracle was no 
sooner bruited about than aschool-girl at Groning, 
also near Marpingen, stated that she had had an 
audience of the Virgin. The girl was severely rep- 
rimanded by her father, when the visions ceased. At 
Berschweiler. likewise near Marpingen. no less 
than five persons between 11 and 10 years of ave 
in 1876 professed to be in daily intercourse with 
the ¥irgin. Aprofitable trade in eaorcisms, sal- 
vations from purgatory, and the like having been 
opened by them, the authorities interfered. The 
Police Court eventually sent the whole gang to 
prison. At Gappenach a married couple were con- 
victe i of fraud for stating they nad seen the Virgin 
conversing with the three little girls in a bottle of 
Marpingen water. At Munchwies, district of Ott- 
weiler, a couple of school girls pretended to have 
interviews with the Virgin until the parish priest 
ubjected to the story, when the apparitions ceasec, 
Considering this excited condition of the vrovince 
in which Marpingen is situate, and taking into ac- 
count the™pecuiiar character the Uitramontane 
movement had recently assumed in Germany, the 
authorities were perfectly

to the Marpingen revival. There were 8,000 per- 
sons in the hallowed wood when the military were 
calledin. Though there was some show of re- 
sistance, nobody was wounded. subsequently the 
police appointea to watch the wood were fired atin 
the dark. With reference to the legal proceedings 
instituted by the Crown, he, the Minister, was in 
a position to say that a formal accusation would be 
preferred against certain persons supposed to be 
umplicated in the Marpingen affair, when the char- 
acter of the miracle would be fully investigated in 
open court. 

Herr Lipke, a Liberal, said that the three lit- 
tle girls of Marpingen, when first examined by 
the magistrate, contended that they had not 
only seen the Virgin, but the devil too. On be- 
ing asked how the devil looked, they said he 
was “ black and white (the Prussian national 
colors). The Rev. Prince Radziwill, who had 
had so much to say in defense ef the Marping- 
ens, was the same who, contrary to laws of 
the land, had performed holy mass in the sus- 
pected village. Thouga belonging to a family 
of illustrious name and fame (the Radziwills 
are allied by marriage to the Imperial dynasty 
of Hohenzollern), the Rev. Prince, like too many 
of his relatives, was a Pole and a Papalist rath- 
er than a German, a Prussian, and a patriot. 
(Here it may be as well to observe. en passant, 
that Priuce Bistharck is said to regard Gen. 
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by them. 

Herr Windhorst, the Ultram e leader from 
Hanover and Jate Minister of Geo as- 
serted that miracles were possifie, but would not 
swear that the Marpingen m e had actually 
happened.

ABDUL GHAFUR. 
SKETCH OF THE LATE AHKOOKD OF SWAT, THE 
POPE OF THE MUSSULMANS. 
New York W. 

A few days before Pius [X. breathed his last 
the Pope of the Mussulmans away, Ab- 
dul Ghafur, the Ahkoond of Swat, whose death 
has already been celebrated im these columns. 
(Ahkoond, be it here said, means ‘‘teacher.’’) 
From Cashmere to Mecca, Bokhara to Lahore, 
in the politics of highland Asia, the Ahkoond 
has been much as the Pope ig in the politics of 
Catholic Christendom, Not the Old Man of the 
Mountain; nor the fanatic Ameer of the Bok- 
hara, murderer of Stoddart and Connolly; nor 
the Sultan of Roum, claimant of the legitimate 
Caliphate; nor even the blind old zealot, Fey- 
sul, leader of the Wahabee revival, has exer- 
cised such influence over the Mussulmans of 
Asia as has the ascetic cowberd of the Goojurs. 

Abdul Ghafur was born of shepherd parents 
in 1700, and till he was 16 herded their cattle. 
Running away from home he sought out teach- 
ers first at Peshawur, then at uttuk. De- 
sirous of greater distinction than that offered 
by the ordinary career of a moollah, he vowed 
to become a derveesh and took possession of the 
Island of Bokka, a mere bank of mud formed 
at one great inundation of the Indus to dis- 
appear at avother. Here for twelve years he 
lived a hermit-life, in a wretched hut, exposed 
to the cold blasts that only high Asia knows, 
and having for food only milk and the ends of a 
variety of grass. Literally for months he re- 
mained squatted on the ground facing 
towards the Holy City and howling 
the Creed and the ninety names of 
God, as the Rev. Mr. Hughes, a missionary to 
Peshawar, and Sir Harry Lumsden, a British 
officer, certify. The latter had been specially 
ordered to visit and report upon this fanatic, 
who had already become powerful in the relig- 
ious world. indeed, his fame had already come 
to the ears of the Sikhs, masters of the Pesha- 
wur Valley, who had vowed vengeance on their 
former Mahometan persecutors, and thev at- 
tempted his life, but he fled to the mountains. 
So great was now (1835) his influence that Dost 
Mohammed courted his assistance when he 
struck against the Sikhs, but Runjeet Singh was 
too strong for Ameer and Ahkoond, and the 
latter, after fighting gallantly in the Khyber 
Pass for the Afghans, fled to the Swat Village 
of Sydoo, which he was destined to make an- 
other Mecca. 

The Swat Valley, a valley some fifty or sixty 
miles long by three miles wide, was broken up 
into three contesting tribeships, each claiming 
supremacy over the others for its doctor of the 
laws. By craft and stimulated miracles Abdul 
Ghafur induced the clans to consolidate under 
a nominal King of his own choosing, Syud 
Akbar. Then he removed his rival saints by 
having one assassinated whiie at prayer, an 
denouncing the othertwo tothe British, who 
had conquered the Punjaub, as Wahabees. Dost 
Mohammed urged him to preach a holy war 
against the advancing infidel British. but the 
Ahkoond, who, saw that English sovereignty 
guaranteed peace and prosperity to the faithful, 
repelled his overtures. Heneeforward be con- 
tinued to exercise his Influence in favor of the 
British, or at least refrained from usiug it 
acaiost them, save when, in 1803, he 
for a time checked Lord Elgin in the 
Umbeyla campaign by casting in bis lot with 
the Wahabees. Tunis, however, was only tempo- 
rary, for he preached ever afterwards that a 
djehad, or crescentade, against the reformed of 
the Wahabee rite was even more meritorious 
than one against the infidel British. It was 
Wahabee assassins, by the way, who struck 
down the Viceroy, Lord Mayo, and Chief-Justice 
Norman, of Calcutta. 

The Ahkoond’s influence it would be almost 
impossible to overrate. For nearly half a cen- 
tury the Indian Government watched him as as- 
siduously and anxiously as Europe watches 
Bismarck or used to watch Napoleon III. In 
1852 Sir Henry Lumsden wrote: This saint 
has gained such an ascendeney over the minds of 
Mahometans in general that they believe he is 
supplied by supernatura) means with the neces- 
sarics of life. Every morning, as be rises from 
his prayers, he is said to find money under his 
carpet sufheient for the day’s expendi- 
tures. He is consulted in all difficul- 
ties.“ “The Pope @€ Sydoo,”’ says Mr. 
Hughes, the missionary already mentioned, 
‘‘ reigns supreme as the guide and director of 
the hearts of men all over High Asia.“ Three 
huadred pilgrims daily visited him, and none 
came empty-handed, whether their home were 
Bengal, or Bokhara, or Constantinople, or Mec- 
ca itself (for evenin the Holy City the Ahkoond 
was held in high repute), or Persia, or Tunis. 
These he entertained—fancy the host of 100,- 
000 visitors every year—biessed, prayed for, 
and advised. His counsels and predictions 
were sought upon every imaginable subject. 
This man came to ask if he could lawfully learn 
Evglish,—a language which the oracle de- 
nounced as „the seed of infidelity ’’; this if his 
crippled son would be healed by a certain treat- 
ment; this how his law-suit in the Anglo-Indian 
courts would turn out; this (a ruler) whether he 
should declare war upon a neighbor, or 
the Franks, or the Russians. Up to the 
very last he retained his i 
Last summer Aumeer Sherif 
Cabul, as his father, Dost Mohammed, had done 
before him, invited the Ahkoond’s co-operation 
and blessing in the military movement then be- 
ing prepared in Afghanistan to take advantage 
of the Russo-Turkish war, however it would re- 
sult. The Ameer had, indeed, previously testi- 
fied to his veneration of the old saipt by order- 
ing the completion of a bulkv volume celebrat- 
ing bis sanctity and his miracles. In May, 1877, 
though then 87, blind and suffering from a 
chronic skin disease, induced by the austerities 
of his early life, the Ahkoond, already the pa- 
triarch ot a great family, married a girl of 20. 
It is worth while to add that Mayfair of June 
26, 1877, when chronicling his latest appearance 
in thé area of Asian politics, said prophetically, 
as the event has proved: It may be that the 
same month, possibly the same day, shall see 
the removal of two old men, whose deaths will 
convulse the West and affect the East.” The 
two “old men“ died within a fortnight of each 
other.

forehead. The Pope stopped, bent kindly over 
the prostrate torm, addressed in kindest tones a 
few questions which thedelirious mian could not 
understand, and then, turning to the Irishman, 
“Your brother must not die, my brave boy,“ 
said he. He is not his brother,“ some one at 
the Pope’s elbow made haste to reply: 
an Irishman, and the other is English.“ Ah! 
and are they nut most truly brothers.“ replied 
the Pontiff, “‘whom the love of the common 
Father and the faith of the great Mother have 
so tenderly united! 


Another day, during the same gloomy period, 
as be was taking his walk near the Culrinal. he 
met a group of four of his defenders, three of 
whom had been endeavoring to get out of the 
way a comrade who had taken too much Roman 
wine. The Holy Father was on them before 
concealment was possible, and the nationality 
of the delinquent was too apparent. *‘ The poor 
boy has been sick,“ said one of his comrades. 
„Well, weil,“ answered the Pope, ‘‘ alittle wine 
is good for a weak stomach, but even a very lit- 
tle may be bad for a weak head.“ The r sick 
fellow, meanwhile, had struggled to knees 
and burst into tears.

Jn vino 
veritas. vero, put in one of the Morsign- 
ori; tes ad credendum, et ntes ad luben- 
dum. Les,“ again answered the Pope, with 
a frown of displeasure; but I know many 
brought up beneath the shadow of these walls 
who would curse me and you in their drunkeu- 
ness, instead of kneeling for our benediction.” 

During our Civil War a party of Americans 
were presented together—some from the North, 
some from the South, and all, or nearly all, 
Protestants. After the first greeting the Holy 
Father inquired where they were from, and 
then, with a shadow of distress on his benig- 
nant features, said: Ah! my dear children,

vou.“ An American gentleman, who, with his 
wife and children, had an audience with the 
Pope in 1869, tells us that after the Pope had 
begun the conversation he stopped and said: 

No, 
Holy Father,“ answered the lady, we are 
Protestants.”” “Well,” said the Pope, with a 
shrug aud a most winning smile, that makes 
no difference; all who hold the principles of

This lady died in childbed, and 
is represented as breaking through the 
marble of her tomb, with a new-born babe in 
her arms. Adjoining this room is the dining- 
room, embellished with some tolerable pictures, 
and with two inscriptiof™® in French. One of these 
says: His mind is everywhere, but his heart 
is here.“ The other tells his friends that he is 
in their midst always. The sight of these rooms

Although this position proved unable to main- 
tain itself, the Government of France, ever since 
that time, has certainly bestirred itself to keep 
the working class as busy as possible. The 
greatest changes and innovations were made 
under the rule of the ceiebrated Haussman, 
Pretect of the Seine during the last years of the 
Second Empire. One of the finest of the new 
boulevards bears his name. M. Haussman 
amassed a large fortune through the operations 
in real estate, for which his office gave him op- 
portunity. Whether he stil! lives, I know not. 
Hut the Municipal Government of Paris con- 
tinues to carry out the new theory of the city, 
which sweeps away its old narrow aud unwhole- 
some streets, opening everywhere wide boule- 
+ 1 which promote ventilation and thorough- 
are. 
THE NEW PARIS, 
like the New London, is so built up around and 
through the oid that the latter is sometimes dif- 
ficult to find. The demolitions made by. the 
Commune are the most painful and devoid of 
reason. The beautiful Hotel de Ville, the his- 
toric Tuileries, still afflict the stranger with 
their ruins, grown familiar to Parisian eves. 
But the unreason of that time has paf%ed away. 
The hand of reform has reached cautiously 
down to grasp and lift up the judgment of the 
people; and, while the partisans of Jynasties 
are feverish and full of agitation, the people and 
their leaders are strong and calm. What a 
change is this! Aye, but this power of 
was alwavs in the French people, in spite of the 
demagogic furors, the diplomatic falsities, the 
political and military complications, which have 
= often retarded the crystallization of their so- 
ety. 
The French Institute, with its five Academies 
is a subject of great interest among cultivated 
people. Thanks to the kindness of M. Frederic 
Passy, I have been able to attend two of its 
public „ Or sittings. The first of these 
was held by the Academy of Fine Arts, a 
BEAUX ARTS, 
for the distribution of prizes, the reading of one 
or two discourses, and the heaging of some 
music 1 under the auspices of the 
Academy. e buildings of the Academy are 
situated on the left bank of the Seine. Our 
tickets admitted us to the west amphi- 
theatre, and without tickets no one could 
gain admission, unless the Academicians them- 
selves enjoyed this privilege. The building is 
low, Grecian in its type,and not very commo- 
dious. We were allowed to enter by an official 
who stood without to take our tickets. A com- 
mon door and mean staircase brought us into 
an amphitheatre, which we found excessively 
crowded,—the heat and want of ventilation be- 
ing also extreme. The ball is circular in the 
middie, with a square wing on either side. The 
President of the Academy and other officers sit 
at an official table, or desk, placea at the top of 
a number of rows of seats, which descend to 
the floor of the building. The Academicians fill 
the seats nearest to this piace of dignity. They 
all wear a sort of collar of green damasked 
satin, which reaches the waist in front. In- 
ved guests fill the seats in the two wings al- 
ready spoken of,—the seats in the central 
aisle reserved, I believe, for the fami- 
lies of members of the Institute. There are

New York, Feb. 13.—I have a veritable bonne 
bouche to share with you this week, but I hope 
the enjoyment of it may not bring you so many 
thrills of admiring envy as have well-nigh de- 
stroyed the content with which I hitherto re- 
garded my on simple “ frocks.” I have just 
seen a whole wardrobe fresh from Worth, and 
to say that it is worthy of him but faintly ex- 
presses its artistic elegance.

VICTOR EMMANUEL, 
by Mr. William Chauncey Langdon, who explains 
the reason for his paper in this wise: 

What, then, was Victor Emmanuel's role in this 
magnificent drama of the risorgimento of Italy? 
The question has interested the American press to 
no small degree; but the comments on the poliiical 
character of the late King of Italy with which I 
have met have shown no 1 of the true 
nature of those moral qualities for which he will 
her@after be chiefly and most gratefully remem- 
oered. I venture, therefore, as one who has en- 
joyed some opportunities of informing himself on 
the subject, tosuppicment what has already been 
given to the public. 


With this modest statement, the author goes 
on to give one of the most satisfactory critiques 
upon Victor Emmanuei’s life that I have vet 
—— Here is a very clear and very true judg- 
ment: 

Victor Emmanuel inherited from his race, and 
still — . bnew ap from the influences in the 
midst of which his early years were passed, what I 
will characterize as a bigoted and almost supersti- 
tious recognition of the spiritual claims and the 
spiritual power of the authorities of the Church of 
Rome. aving his moral life and his official and 
political life wholly apart, in wnat may be celled 
his personal relations with ecclesiastical affairs he 
was almost a devotee in instincts, prejudices, 
babits, and convictions. And yet Italy, in build- 
ing the proper’ memorial to him in the Pantheon, 
will em y vut the simple historic truth that sae 
owes ut to him, under Providence, that her national 
hberties and unity bave been secured, not only in 
despite of the utmost resistance of the Vatican, 
but. as it will be proved, upon the ruins of that 
Papai system with which he probably never doubted 
that the Catholic Church was identified. How is 
this fact to be explained? What is the key to this 
conquest of the King over the man? 

I answer in one word, —loyalty. 

His courage, moral and physical, was worthy of 
the career he was called to run; and none who are 
not familiar with the perils, of which war was the 
least, through which he led his people to the goa 
of their political hopes can fully realize sow sorely 
and how constantly this was put to the test.

this love, we do not get farther that the author's 
statement, and therefore do not suffer from 
severe sympathy. Butthis is artistic, { suppose. 
It is very safe reading any way, as, indeed, is ail 
the fiction of this school. 

Longfellow gives us another Rosary of Son- 
nets, and, what is better still. The White Czar. 
—a ringing song that has a spirit and measure 
like the Hungarian lyrics. 

And Howeils, and Warner, and Whittier are 
here; and Sarah O. Jewell, who wrote that 
charming little book, Deephaven, tells one of 
her country stories, in which this clever bit stands 
out in areally artistic way that any of us can 
understand : 

** She'd run her feet off for the minister's folks 
any day, and, though I do say he’s a fair preacher, 
they haven't got a speck o' consideration nor fac'l- 
Wy ag think the world was made for them, bat I 
think likely they'll find out it wasn't; most folke 
do. When he first was settled here I had a fit o 
sickness, and he come to see me when I was get- 
ting over the worst of it. He didthe best he could; 
I always teok it very kind of him; but he made a 
— — and he kep’ sayin’ this aged handmaid, 

should think a dozen times. Aged handmaid!” 
said Melissa, scornfully, I don't call myself 
aged yet, and that was more than ten years ago: 
l never made pretensions to being younger than I 
am, but you'd a’ thought I was a topplin old crea- 

tur’ going on a hundred.“ 

But the old and the new story of the Atlantic 
has been so pleasant in the teiling that other on 
dits must now wait over until next time.
